M. SAZONOFF AND RUSSO-JEWS. 

THE interview which Mr. STEPHEN GRAHAM is stated to have 
had with the Russian Foreign Minister, and which was published in 
the Sunday Times recently, has attracted a considerable amount of 
attention, more particularly by reason of its Jewish references. In 
the Times of last I’riday, however, appeared a communication, on the 
authority of the Russian Embassy, to the effect that M. SAZONOFF 
had made no statement whatsoever concerning the Jewish question in 
Russia. The communication goes on to express ignorance as to 
the paper in which the alleged remarks of M. SAZONOFF appeared. 
But we may fairly assume that the journal was the Sunday Times, and 
that the contradiction of the Embassy has reference to the GRAHAM 
interview. This is clearly a matter that calls for some elucidation. 
In this case the interests at stake are important, and some 
clearing up of the existing discrepancy is therefore eminently 
desirable. We cannot think that Mr. GRAHAM put into M. 
SAZONOFF’S mouth words which he did not utter. Nor can we 
suppose that the moral doctrines of Berlin have innoculated M. 
SAZONOFF sufficiently to cause him to repudiate, as false, statements 
which he had truly made. And between these two distinguished 
gentlemen we stand baffled and confused, waiting for that reply from 
Mr. GRAHAM which so far, at all events, has not been published. 
‘The matter can, surely, hardly rest here. The alleged words of the 
Russian Foreign Minister have gone forth to the ends of the earth, 
winged messengers of incurable anti-Semitism. They will certainly be 
turned by German agents to the utmost account, not only in America 
but wherever some regard for human rights still survives. We say 
nothing of the grave Jewish peril which the supposed remarks herald. 
But we do submit that statements which tead to sow ill-will between 
the Allies or even between sections only of the allied peoples, ought, 
in the high interests of this country, to be either substantiated or 
withdrawn. There must be some reasonable explanation of the present 
contradiction ; and, if so, the sooner it is made known the better for all 
concerned. 


THE PALESTINE REFUGEES. 


WE have this week to make once more a most urgent appeal to 
the Jews of this country on behalf of our coreligionists of Palestine, 
The condition of things. which has been created by the war in that 
country is so appalling—so far at least as its Jewish inhabitants are 
concerned—that it is exceedingly difficult to bring it home to the 
minds of English Jews. It is not only that the work of a whole 
generation has been torn up, so to speak, by the roots, and that 
colonisation and commerce have been dealt a stunning blow ; but the 
plight of the Jewish victims is painful and pitiful in the extreme. 
These wretched people are pouring, in a great human flood, out of the 
country, and are being transported by a United States vessel into 
Egypt. They are robbed- wholesale’ by the Turkish officials, separated 
from their children in many cases, and landed distracted and destitute. 
Before the movement is spent, some eighty thousand Jews are 
expected to be huddled in a great helpless mass, in a strange land, 
which is none too wealthy. These unhappy creatures, we submit, 
have a double claim upon our immediate and practical sympathy. As 
Jews—part sufferers in the most signal calamity that has fallen, for 
centuries, on the race—they have that moral right to succour which has 
never been denied in any great crisisof our history. And as Palestine 
Jews—the vanguard of that great Palestinian revival upon which so 
many hearts have fondly been set—they have a special claim to our 
consideration. At the instance of some, and with the approval of all, 
of their coreligionists, these men and women went out to fight a hand- 
to-hand fight in a difficult environment, and prepare a home for their 
people hereafter. They have been whelmed beneath the force of events 
for which they have no responsibility, and the Jewish people cannot, 
for honour sake, leave them to their fate. 


A British Question. 


They cannot, either as a matter of British loyalty, adopt such a course, 
for there is a British as well as a Jewish, side to this matter. 
Egypt—a country which has newly struggled to its feet under the wise 
and tender nursing of England—cannot be asked to charge itself 
. suddenly with thousands of refugees. The task is beyond it. More- 
over, the country is not without its own internal difficulties, and 
suddenly to obtrude into these a big encampment of unhelped and 
helpless Jews from Palestine cannot, at this moment of excitement 
and anxiety, be conducive to the peace and good government of 
this new dependency. It is, therefore, not only as Jews, but as 
British citizens, that we. ask our community to hasten to the 
aid of their Palestine brethren. We have a duty here not only as 
coreligionists but as British patriots who do not desire to embarrass 
the Empire at a vital point and at a critical moment. The matter is 
serious, pressing, and cannot brook delay. 


AMALGAMATING THE FUNDS. 

THERE are several appeals, arising from the position of Jews 
in consequence of the war, now before the community. But the cry 
on behalf of Palestine differs from all others. Itis an entreaty cn 
bebalf of a people who are otherwise likely to be passed by in the 


general chorus of lamentation that rings so persistently in the ears in 
these trying days. The Belgians have their friends. The Poles excite 
widespread sympathy as well as Government help. But who is to 
befriend those of the little, technically “ alien-enemy ”’ country, which 
lies out of the track of the philanthropic movement—who, if not the 
Jews of this country and the United States? It is only thanks to the 
characteristic kindness of the British Government that any help can be 
sent from this country at all to our brethren still in Palestine, and.it 
would be an act of gratitude, therefore, as well as compassion, to make 
sure that that kindness bears rich fruit. In this connection a question 
of importance is raised by the announcement that the Russian Govern- 
ment is about to allocate £ 10,000,000 to the relief of the war-ravaged 
districts in Poland. If, as we sincerely hope, the Jews are not to be 
denied their share of the money—a share to which, Heaven knows, 
they are entitled—then some easing of the situation will be 
brought about, and. the hands of Jews set more free than they 
otherwise would be for the task of improving the position of the Jews 
in and the Jewish refugees from Palestine. But the question arises, 
at this point, as to whether there should not be some centralising of 
the various funds which are being raised by the Jews of this country 
for the relief of our people stricken in the areas of war, so that there 
should be in existence some authority capable of determining the 
relative urgency and merit of the different appeals and adju*ting the 
distribution accordingly. The present somewhat contendin,s methods 
do not seem likely to produce the best results, either in the matter 
of the sum total given or in the destination of the relief. It will 
be seen from the letter sent to us by Mr. LEOPOLD DE ROTHSCHILD 
that a further appeal will have to be made shortly for the Jewish 
Belgian refugees to this country in whose behalf we initiated our 
’ shilling” fund. So that to the calls for Palestine and Poland will 
soon come another demand for our brethren cast upon our shores 
through the pitiful agony of Belgium. The point appears to be one 
for early discussion, and it is to be hoped that, in the highest interests 
of the many helpless -victims of the war, it will, at least,be taken 
into careful consideration. 
ENGLAND AND THE UNITED STATES. 


THE incident. of the Dacia, and the whole controversy of which 
it forms part, touch a very tender cloud in our political system. Open 
enemies this country has. But into. that declared and unsparing 
enmity it would be the summit of irony if the hostility of a friendly 
and kindred people were thrust—and that, too, within a few months of 
the celebration of the hundred years’ peace that has bound the two 
peoples together. As Englishmen we hope and believe that the pre- 
sent dispute—part of the grating and jarring that sound from neutral 
lands in every great war—will be amicably settled. As Jews we have 
especial reason to cherish that aspiration, for the dragging, by some 
unhappy catastrophe, of the United States into the present conflict 
would virtually complete the circle, so far as we are concerned. 
The whole Jewish race, practically, would then have been drawn into 
the war-—-every man against his fellow. We cannot, however, suppose 
for an instant that common sense and the sense of kinship can ever be 
so obliterated on both sides of the ocean as to bring such an infliction as 
an Anglo-American war within the realm of the possible, let alone the 
likely. 

A Word to our American Brethren. 


STILL, we venture to offer a word of appeal to our brethren in the 
United States upon this momentous matter. We do not suggest to 
them that they should take other than the patriotic view of their 
duty as citizens of their country. But we do ask them—if indeed 
they should need our counsel in this question—to remember more and 
more not only the mutual ties between Englishmen and Americans 
and English Jews and American Jews, but the great moral issues that 
are involved in, and dominate, the present bloody contest. With the 
prescience and the heart that are their chief characteristics they do 
not require to be reminded that this struggle has been joined by Great 
Britain not for petty or mercenary ends, as its enemies allege, but in 
the defence of principles which are the common heritage of humanity 
and the basis of human progress. It is to these, rather than to consi- 
derations of commercial gain or financial conquest, that we expect the 
great American nation to turn in these moments of poignant crisis, and 
we are assuredly only expecting from our American coreligionists 
what all their past leads us to anticipate, when we look to them to 
emphasise the highest and the noblest directions of United States 
policy. American Jews, we are proud to think, will place moral 
considerations above all others. For they know that, in the long run, 
it is upon compliance with the higher dictates of men that not only 
the security of Jews of all nations depends, but that successful march 
towards the light in which the United States must, by character and 
capacity, bear a leading part. 


THE ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 
No one would desire to look too narrowly at the results attajned 


by the long Conference on Sunday last of the English Zicnist 


Federation. That body met in circumstances which must evcke 
the sympathy even of those who are opposed to the Movement. For 
the War, direly as it has affected other movements in jewry, has been 
particularly disastrous, for the time being at least, to the Zionist 
organisation. The Executive Committee, with its seat at Berlin, has 
not only been put out of touch with a large number of its supporters, 
but Zionists in various countries are barred by reason of the War 
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from communicating one with another. It is hence not surprising 
that practically the whole time of the Conference was taken 
up in endeavouring, though without success, to devise some feasible 
plan to meet the extraordinary conditions, and it may well be that 
members of the Conference found those conditions so extraordinary 
that they deemed it wise not to offer any definite suggestion of radical 
alteration in the constitution of the Executive at the moment. The 
growing interest in the Movement throughout the country was shown 
by the large attendance at the Conference and by the general advance 
which the English Zionist Federation has been able to make. 


The Federation and the Conjoint Committee. 


THE statement issued by the Conjoint Committee, especially in the 
latter paragraph, was commonly understood to be an invitation of 
co-operation to Zionists and others holding views unrepresented on 
the Committee. It its interesting, therefore, to see how that invitation 
has been received by the L[-english Zionist Federation. The onlyreference 
to it at the Conference, so far as is revealed in our report of the pro- 
ceedings, appears to have been made by the President, who, it will be 
remembered, brought the question of the Conjoint Committee before 
the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association. We cannot congratu- 
late Mr. COWEN upon his observations. We agree with him that it 
would have been better if the Conjoint Committee could have been 
re-formed so as to become—as he put it— = representative of all 
interests.” tut his resolution to that effect at the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was lost, and as a practical man and one of single-minded 
devotion to the Zionist cause, it seems to us that he would have been 


wiser to recognise facts as they are, endeavouring to make 
the best of them. He now tells us. that even if the 
Federation had been invited to send seven representatives to 


the Committee, as do the Anglo- Jewish Association and the 
Board of Deputies, he would strongly advise the Executive not to 
accept the invitation, for the simple reason that the Federation would 
at once place itself in a permanent minority and would be bound by 
the desires of the Committee generally.” A more extraordinary 
doctrine for public work we have seldom come across. What Mr. 
COWEN’'S advice amounts to is not to be in co-operation with any body 
when vou do not know beforehand that you are boundto carry your own 
opinions and your own views. This is the last word in discipline as 
understood in Jewish public work, about which a contributor elsewhere 
has something to say this week. Mr. COWEN wenton tocounsel Zionists 
to have nothing to do with the Conjoint Committee. If this advice 
be carried out the policy which Zionists will pursue will be in strange 
contrast with their constant invocation for an organised and united 
Jewry. The invitation which the Conjoint Committee publicly made 
to all bodies that felt they were not represented by the members of 
the Committee should at least be put to the test. Nothing can be 
lost by any body by communicating its ideas to the Conjoint Committee 
with the object which that Committee has intimated. For, if it be found 
that co-operation is not possible, individual action is not thereby in the 
least bit prejudiced. Mr. Cowen is apparently unaware that the 
Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association hold themselves 
free to pursue individual action should necessity arise, although they 
both send representatives to the Conjoint. We earnestly invite 
Zionists, as well as all other bodies whose views are not represented 
at the Conjoint, to give the Committee the opportunity of justifying 
in action the statement that has been made on their behalf. 


IN THE PROVINCES. 
THE annual report of the Manchester Shechita Board is a very 
pleasing document. We say this not because of the flourishing 
financial position disclosed, nor even because of the good work in 
several directions which the board is doing, but largely, if not mainly, 
because of the evidences of communal amity revealed in the report. 
“The Board,” it expressly states, ‘has pleasure in congratulating its 
constituent synagogues on a continuance of the tendency towards 
peaceful harmony in thé community.” It is not often that we can 
plume ourselves upon such a state of things, and we sincerely hope 
that the experience of Manchester in this respectis not singular. The 
need of to-day—-as of yesterday and the day before—is that 
Jews must be ready to subordinate their own opinions where néces- 
sary, and to crush any personal predilections or ambitions, for the 
sake of the common cause. If there are signs that this is becoming 
recognised we may take courage anew ; and-so we welcome the 
report from Manchester. Indeed we are doubly encouraged; for we 
announce this week the formation of a Shechita Board in Edinburgh, 
“after great and many difficulties.” Here, too, success has been 
achieved because of the “good feeling which now exists among the 
congregations.” We wish the [:dinburgh Board the same success 
that has waited upon the sister institution in Manchester. To an 
Israel united all things may be given! Finally, a word of recognition 
of the efforts that are being made in Manchester on behalf of the 
distressed Palestinian and Polish Jews. We need not endorse every 
suggestion made to this good end—Rabbi YOrrry’s proposal, for 
instance, to leave the theatres alone during the war could only have 
the effect of intensifying the misfortunes of a profession with which 
we are happy to say Jews have always maintained the happiest rela- 
tionships. ‘There are other ways of swelling the relief fund. The 
Rabbi's own idea of arranging for books of stamps to be issued to the 
workers in the factories is-a good illustration in point. <A great deal 
of money is being earned in spite, or rather because, of the war, and 
upon this the distress caused by the war has a legitimate and urgent

OUANTITY. 
AKE tools of your children,” was a prescription once offered for the 
solution of the Jewish question. 


“ Do not make fools of your 
selves,” 


would have been more apt, more pertinent, more to the 
point, and more fitting the conditions of the problem. The 
adjuration to make fools of our children was inspired by the belief that the 
uperior capacity of the Jew in relation to the people among whom he lives, 
was the whole cause and essence of what is known as the Jewish Problem 
Che idea underlying the advice was that the Jewish Problem was caused by 
the dislike of the Jew, and the dislike in its turn was traceable to the superior 
capacity, if not virtues, of the Jewish people. The prescription itself was the 
best condemnation of the whole train of thought.out of which it arose. So 
long as we Jews imagine that all our disabilities arise because of our virtues 
and that our whole problem is in the wickedness of others, so long shall we 
be making fools of ourselves. When we thus teach those for whose educa. 
tion we are responsible we make fools of our children. 


say the truth, we have been making fools of ourselves and fools of our 

children from this point of view toa very considerable extent for 2.000 
A little introspection, a little self-examination, a little of the criticism 
which we are such adepts in turning upon others if turned upon ourselves: 
would convince a people gifted with even less humour than are Jews that the 
Jewish Problem consists of something more than our virtues and othe; 


\ eat S. 


people's wickednesses. It would be seen that it cannot be solved by depleting 


Jewish power and Jewish intellect. To state the Jewish Problem would need a 
book and not merely a newspaper conttibution. The problem has many facets. 
L-ach of them. needs long and careful examination before it can be’ properly 
apprehended. The Jewish Problem is reminiscent of that charming poem 
which told of the blind men of Hindustan, who went out to see an elephant 
though none of them could see. They touched the unwieldy brute and each 
drew his own conclusion as.to what an elephant was like by the part upon 
which he laid his hand. Thus the one who felt the elephant’s trunk thought 
the elephant was a snake,: while the one who touched his ear coneluded 
that the elephant was nothing but a huge bat, and soon. Similarly with 
those who would prate about the Jewish Problem after examining only one 
small facet of it.’ To be sure one of those facets is the dislike of the Jew, 
but if every Jew were loved and worshipped the Jewish Problem would 
remain. Half of Christendom to-day worships a Jew and the other half 
worships a Jewess. Yet the. Jewish Problem has survived the spread of 
Christianity throughout civilisation. 


i we adapt ourselves to a turn of introspection, if we divert our minds 
away from the peoples surrounding us—their sins of omission and com- 
mission, their weaknesses and their disabilities—and turn the flashlight of 
honest criticism upon ourselves, we should be blind indeed did we not 
discover as Jewish characteristics at least some things which it is reasonable 
for others to dislike in us. Being liked or disliked is not of any real importance 
to individuals. Of far greater importance is being reasonably despised. 
Hatred, malice and all uncharitableness, however unpleasant, are not a tithe 
as hurtful as the cold stream of what the old lady called “ despisery.” 
Courage is a trait of almost universal admiration. It covers a larger 
multitude of sins than does charity. Cowardice, moral and physical, is 
the most fruitful cause of human despising which is as akin to hate as pity 
is akin to love. A people that for two thousand years has not shown itself 
to possess sufficient moral courage either to appear or disappear cannot be 
surprised ata lack of admiration, respect, and all that goes to the antithesis 
of those sentiments which cause people to despise people. That 
the Jew has been content to suffer the damnations of Hell in 
the peddling retail way in which he has, bowing his head to miserable, 
‘grinding persecution does not argue a very large measure of courage 
in the composition of our people. As a people we have lost in per- 
sonnel and matériel as much during 2,000 years of persecution as if during 
the whole of the twenty centuries we had been carrying on an armed battle 
for our rights and a regular war for our honour. Our battle and our war 
have been of the peddling retail sort—individual and not national. Our 
individual suffering has been great and continuous, and we _ have 
not mended our condition as a people. We could have reached the par- 
ous state in which the Jewish position finds itself at the end of twenty cen- 
turies much more cheaply had we fought and struggled as even a little 
nation rather than as little people. That we have not done so is not only 
because we have lacked the moral courage to fight. The struggle Jews have 
endured has made great demands upon their moral power. The moral 
courage the Jewish people has lacked has been shown not by fear of our 
enemies so much as by distrust of ourselves. The sort of moral courage 
we have lacked is the courage that springs from self-confidence as a people, 
and we have not supplied the deficiency by an inordinate and galling self- 
confidence ‘which is typical of the individual Jew. Self-confidence as a 
people arises from one quality—the power of co-ordinate action and dis- 
cipline. Discipline in us as a people is an “ x”’ quantity. 
ERE is a point upon which the flashlight of introspective examination 
could reveal an ugly truth. Historically, almost traditionally, we Jews 
as a race are singularly lacking in discipline. We have earned richly the 


denomination of a “ stiff-necked people.” ‘ Who made you to be a leader 
among us?” is the cry at every little bifureating Chevrah and every centri- 
fugal minyan as it was of our people to Moses in the wilderness. We have 
a disposition for splitting up into fragments and sections which must be the 
envy of any well educated bacillus. Until Jews take unto themselves 
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sufficient moral courage to beget self-confidence as a peopie Jut of which 
discipline alone can arise, the Jewish problem will remain. 


L' JOK for a moment at the position of affairs just now in Anglo-Jewry, 

Weare approaching a crisis unparalleled in our history. “Ve are near- 
ing a position, the complexity and difficulty of which would be sufficient to 
tax the powers and energies of a people ten times as powerful and energetic 
as are Jews. To a large extent upon Anglo-Jewry rest. not aione tbe fate 
Of our people in the immediate future, but possibly the destiny of Jewry for 
centuries. The questions which we shall have to face, and which, judging 
from our past, we shall only succeed in looking at sideways, involve the 
happiness and well-being of ourselves here in Anglo-Jewry at atime that is 
almost within our reach. The day is big with the great things it may bring 
forth, and‘we as a tommunity are puny and little in the small things we 
conceive. We say we recognise 
on the one hand the gravity of the situation, but on the other think of the 
paltriness of the immediate aims of those upon whom the gravity should 
rest. Discipline is not alone a matter of loyalty, obedience, and self- 
subservience on the part of the followers. 
among leaders. Leaders have a 


Take a broad view of what is happening. 


Discipline is necessary also 
duty to followers just as followers have 


a duty to leaders, and the mark of discipline is as absent from one 
class as from the other among our people. We have seen this fact 
exemplified in all its intensity in the controversy which has raged 


around the Conjoint Committee. That that body is not. representative 


of the community is a self-evident proposition. That its tion-representa- 
tive character renders it unequipped to deal with the problems that 
are arising for us as a result of the War cannot reasonably be gain- 
said. Hada sense of discipline animated the members of the Conjoint 
Committee that body would probably have been re-formed weeks ago 
so that elements which it does not and cannot represent would have 
been included in the Committee. “What has been termed a ~“ good 
second best” is the course that has been pursued by the Conj)dint. 
We shall see whether this modicum of discipline which the leaders 
have manifested in the letter from Mr. D. L. Alexander and Mr. Claude 
Montefiore is responded to by the Community in anything approaching even 
the like sense of discipline. If those fewwho take charge of the affairs of the 
community and the many «upon whom they rely tor support fall to logger- 
heads because of the lack of discipline which is inherent in them, we shall be

immigration, emigration, and all the dismal,’ dull round .of the petty, 
miserable, retail, huckstering war which Jews have been waging personally and 


individually for the last two thousand years. The essential point tn discip 
line is self-subservience. If the Conjoint Committee is to act and is not to 
be superseded then it will be folly and madness consistent with our average 
manner of carrying on public work if all sorts of individuals, committees, 
congregations, chevras and * minyans” all take a hand in what should be 
done by the Conjoint Committee. “ Jacob”’ is as good as his master—and a 
good deal better—is the idea of discipline in our community. Of the difference 
between wrecking and proper independence we have no conception. 


HE Conjoint Committee speaks fair in the statement that has been 


made on its. behalf. It remains for the community to trans- 
late the words of the Conjoint Committee's letter so that it may 
become fruitful, and so that the spirit which seems to animate 
it may be realised and may flourish. These are not times when 
we can afford to look with patience, much less with sympathy 
and indulgence upon exhibitions of individual. conceit, nor can we 


be.tolerant of personal sentiment or of the megalomania which works round 
one constant everlasting, abnormally expanded “I.” If as a community 
we cannot see eye to eye, for heaven's sake at this crisis in our affairs, at 
least, let us take care that we do not view everything—“I”to"I"”! It 
for the nonce we are able to pull together, if the comparatively few in our 
community who are sheer wreckers and feel perverted glory in their role, 
can be for the time being submerged in popular indignation, :f the spirit of 
keen criticism and abnormally developed individyality can be repressed, the 
Peace that will ensue—let us hope speedily if so it can be consistently with 
the honour of the country—-ought to see the Jewish position infinitely more 
hopeful than it has been at any time since the beginning of the Diaspora, 
These are days of armies and navies, of battalions, companies, platoons, and 
units, and these are held together and rendered efficient by one thing— 
discipline. ‘We Jews, who are so apt at assimilating, can we not assimilate 
the spirit of the times tothe extent of taking unto ourselves a modicum of 
discipline ? 
iG we are unable, in this supreme moment of our national history, to exer- 
cise sufficient self-repression everywhere to enable discipline to have 
its rightful sway over affairs, conditions and events, we shall, in the 
sense that was not meant by him who coined the phrase, ** make fools of our 
children.” Of that there is not much doubt. Of what there is even less 
doubt is that we shall make fools—arrant fools—of ourselves.

THE PALESTINE REFUGEES. 


BRITISH SOLDIERS KINDNESS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
ALEXANDRIA. 

Everybody who chanced to be in the neighbourhood of the local post office 
the other day witnessed a most touching sight when several members of the 
Australian Expeditionary Force went round the small hotels in that district where 
our poor coreligionists from Palestine were temporarily lodged in order to trans- 
port them tothe “Lazarets” kindly offered by the Government. The degree of 
kindness with which these fine fellows treated the poor heartbroken refugees.and 
the efforts they made to comfort their poor charges, were in marked contrast to the 
roughness with which they were handled by the Turkish authorities before they 
left Palestine—the land which, by their industry and .perseverance, they had 
improved considerably. 

The Jewish community has sent 470 as part of the many contributions it 
intends to make towards the upkeep of these homeless and destitute refugees, but 
when itis considered that over £80 a day is réquired for their upkeep, large 
numbers having arrived lately, we are bound to admit that local contributions will 
prove inadequate to meet the pressing needs. 

Since my last report, a few hundreds of Russian Jews have arrived from 
Palestine, bringing the total up to 1,200 The American warship “ Tennessee 1s 
expected here in a day or two with a few hundred more, consisting mostly of 
school children and students Although these unfortunate beings have been 
expelled from their homes and deprived of all their property and money to the 
uttermost penny on account of their Russian nationality and not owing to their 
religion, the local community is unable to help them at present, but I hear from 
reliajJe sources that members of the community are‘each unofficially giving as 
much individual help as he possibly can. The Municipality has granted per- 
mission to the Committee to make use of the “ Lazaret,”’ which contains 600 beds, 
and David Zukar Bey has offered a house with 40 beds for a period of two months. 
The question of food is most embarrassing at present, and it is sad to note that 
these forsaken brethren of ours, the majority of whom have been accustomed to 


partake of plentiful repasts in what were once their own homes, fields, orchids, 
and gardens, are-now obliged to satisfy themselves with a cup of tea and a slice of 
bread in the morni “, a prece of bread and fish at noon, and repetition of the 


breakfast “‘menu” at eight in the evening. The Delmar Drug Stores, the head 
office of which is in London, have been good enough to offer chemicals, drags, 
and medicines enough to fit up a pharmacy in the Metropole Hotel, and as there 
are a fair number of chemists among the refugees, Dr. Feinberg, of Alexandria, 
who is freely giving several hours a day to the care of the sick, is now Yelieved of 
work he would have had to perform in the pharmacy. 

A Committee has been formed for the purpose of placing some of the refugees 
in Various positions, and so far < my loyment has been found for about sixty. 

Among the refugees is a little girl who has displayed much talent for music, 


especially the violin Profe Kiete has undertaken to take charge of her 
musical education, but, unfortunately, the father is without work, and as he 
is about to be transported to the “ Lazaret "—a considerable distance from the 
town—and is unwilling to part with his daughter, the scheme will bave to be 


abandoned unless employment is found for him. 


THE ALEXANDRIA JEWISH COMMUNITY. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
ALEXANDRIA. 

Owing to the present circumstances, and to failing health, Baron de Menascé 
has considered it advisable to tender his resignation to our community after having 
served it for over twenty-five years in the capacity of President. During this 
period Baron de Menascé rendered valuable services to the community, services 
which, if given in detail would fill several colamns of the JEWisH CHRONICLE. 
It is sufficient to say that under his able guidance and with their admirable energy, 
members of the community as well as their President have been able to bring the 
organisation of that body to such a pitch of excellence, that it is worthy of being 
referred to as the “envy of other communities.” 

Mr. Edgar Suarés, whose name is by no means unfamiliar to your readers, has 
been appointed to the vacant post. Most wisely did the members of our 
community actin making their choice. Mr. Suarés has on previous occasions 
proved his devotion to the community, and has spared no pains in contributing to 
the welfare of our coreligionists. Mr. Suarés has done a good deal for the Bnei 
Brith Lodge, and the communal schools owe him much. While President of 
the Alliance Israélite School Committee his became a familiar face in the scheol- 
house, for his visits and numerous enquiries as to the progress of the children 
were by far more frequent than one would expect from a gentleman whose large 
businéss and various responsibilities occupied so much of his time. 


JEWISH PERSECUTION IN PALESTINE. 


The Daily News of Friday last printed from its correspondent at Cairo an 
account of the sufferings of Jews in Palestine. In the course of the article, he says. 


Painful accounts reach me from Palestine of the flight of Jews from the Turkish 
military régime. Prompted by Berlin, Djemal Pasha, commander-in-chief of the army 
intended for the attack on the Suez Canal, appears to have undertaken the systematic 
destruction of the entire work of Jewish colonisation built up by the labour of thirty years 
and the expenditure of millions of capital. Ten days ago a proclamation was issued 
ordering the destruction under pain of death of all Zionist documents and papers relating 
to Jewish colonisation. In many cases land settled by Jews was handed over to the 
Arabs, and wheat collected by a relief committee in Galilee was confiscated in order to 
feed the army. The Moslem peasantry is being armed with any weapons discovered in 
Jewish hands. 

He ends by observing that “so sudden and violent is the reversal of the Young 
Turk policy of assisting the Jewish colonisation movement that the new policy 
may be said to amount to one of deliberate persecution.”

Sik,—Mr, Stephen Graham has evidently interpreted the feeling of the Libera! 
party in this country from a small number of individuals in the library of the 
National Liberal Club, who punctuated his lecture on “The Future of Russia” with 
approving cheers. Writing to the Westminster Gazette, he expresses surprise and 
regret that his lecture was not given sufficient publicity in the Liberal Press, and 
no doubt he must have been extremely disappointed to find that the Press had been 
so unmifidfal of its duties to the public that it had omitted todevote leading articles 
to his important lecture. Of course, Mr. Graham takes himself more seriously 
than others take him. His lecture, at best a most anemic performance, resolved 
itself into an exhortation to Liberaland freedom-loving Englishmen to love Russia, 
to trust Russia, and in return to be loved and trusted by her, which of course isa 
specious, but not very convincing, sentiment. The Poles must be given autonomy, 
the Jews having, nothing to expect would be wise to clear out, the peasants must be 
kept uneducated, education in Mr. Graham's opinion being incompatible with 
rural and industrial development 

Chat is in effect the essence of Mr. Graham's remarks, and he is surprised that 
he is not hailed by the Liberal Press as a modern Machiavelli. Mr. Graham's 
plea, in the National Liberal Club of all places, for the perpetuation of serfdom, 
added a touch of humour toa most depressing evening. The Chairman, the Rev. 
Silas K. Hocking, took the first opportunity of dissociating himself from this 
remarkable trend of thought. 

The intervention of a lady, Miss Little, in the discussion which followed the 
lecture, was suitably dealt with by Mr. Zangwill at the meeting. One might have 
given this lady credit for at least sincerity, were her lachrymose appeal for poor 
Polish noblemen not coupled with an odious slander against the Jews. 

At a time when the Jewish tragedy is at its height, and the whole destinies of 
the race are in the melting pot, one should not take the vapourings of even friends 
of the Polish aristocracy too seriously, but it is as well that they were noted. 


DISTRESS IN POLAND AND PALESTINE. 


HELP FROM WEST CENTRAL LONDON. 

A well attended meeting of Jews living in the West Central district of London 
was held on Sunday atthe West Central Jewish Girls’ Club, AlfredePlace, Totten. 
ham Court Road, in support of the movement to relieve the suffering Jews in those 
lands affected by the War where it is possible for dwellers in England to afford 
relief. The meeting was held under the auspices of a West Central branch of the 
Distressed Polish Jews’ Aid Committee. 

The Hauam, who presided, said that just at this time when passions had 
risen to the highest degree, when differences were being fought out on 
the battlefield, just at this time when the thunder of the cannon was 
roaring, the voice of humanity rose even above the thunder, and the voice 
of the Jewish heart was called upon to speak loudly of the love of its brethren in 
the lands which were now witnessing the most terrible afflictions human imagina- 
tion could call forth. Could they realise what war meant? Where there had been 
a home, where there had been peace and happiness, where the land had been 
yielding its fruit and the sun shining upon the toilers—all this had been blotted 
out completely ; the homes were destroyed, the sun darkened, and the outlook was 
gloomy—for where there had been plenty and comfort were now misery and 
starvation. Did they hear 

THE WAILING VOICE FROM THE EAST? 

Did they hear the shriek of women who saw their homes burning and their children 
thrown into the fire ? Could they imagine anything like the terror of a country over_ 
run by innumerable hosts ? They had come together to try and assuage this suffering, 
though it was only a little they could do. For those who fell fighting for our 
great cause there was at any rate the satisfaction of knowing that their names were 
inscribed on a roll of honour which would stand to their everlasting glory. But 
what of those who remained behind? They were worse victims. What of the 
slow death of starvation and misery, what of the slow draining of human blood and 
what of tears, what of the number of women and children who stared hopelessly into 
the future? That was the question which rose uppermost in their minds that after- 
noon. It was a question not of strangers but of their own families, and he 
knew they would respond to the call. To their coreligionists in Poland for 
whom they were appealing he would add those in Palestine. Let no one dare 
stand up and say that in this they would be showing themselves behind any. man 
in their loyalty to this country. His own son-in-la‘v and his Own son were serving, 
and were ready if called upon to fight the Turks. ‘They, as well as ten thousand 
others, would do their duty. But Jews were not going to be told that they were 
helping alien enemies when they were helping those who were | 

DYING IN THE STREETS OF THE HOLY LAND. 
There were waysand means, and they knew that the Government of this country, 
which had always stood for right and justice for the fallen of humanity, would not 
refuse Palestine Jews assistance if they were able to give guarantees that they 
would only help the starving. He had no reason to doubt that means were neing 
prepared in this direction. |The United States were sending food and money, an 
he had no doubt that the contributions of English Jews going in the same direction 
would receive the same attention. No one could charge them with not doing their 
duty. They would be following the example of the Quakers in England. Perse 
the Quakers refused to take part in the War, thev formed a Committee to hs te 
foreigners in distress in this country. Had anyone said anything nee P t 
that time the Jews were deliberating, but now they had come forw to do, 
and do right manfully. 

Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH moved :—

It was a terrible thing, he said, that in Poland there were thousands of Jews 
highting in response to the call of their country but who were disowned by the 
people for whom they fighting. They were engaged ina war in which there was 
no hope for them—a war in which the main sufferers among them were the little 
children and the old people. But for the goodness of God in bringing ‘us to these 
shores it might have been our lot to share these troubles and out of gratitude for 
having escaped them we should give what we could to mitigate the distress. In 
the Holy Land thousands of our people who had gone out there as pioneers in the 
creating of a new Palestine were suffering great hardships, and we must makea 
sacrifice for those who had striven so hard in the efforts for the renewal of the life 
of our people. 

Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES, in seconding the motion, referred to the hope that 
seemed to be held out in these times, terrible and awful though they were, for a 
great future for the Jewish people in their ancient land, the hope that out of this 
conflagration a new state of things might arise by which peoples and nations would 
be valued, not by physical force, but by cultural worth, so that small nationalities 
would have a way to exist, and the spirit, and not only the letter, would reign 

Rabbi J. FERpER supported the resoluiion. He spoke of the poignancy 
with which the widows and orphans in the stricken lands cried out 
to their brethren in England to come to their help. Let them forego their pleasures 
and make every sacrifice to relieve the hungry ones who called to them. 

Mr. VERBEY illustrated the distress they were asked to relieve by quoting 
from the letter of a Polish Rabbi which appeared recently in the columns of the 
Jewish World. 

The resolution having been carried, a collection was takenand a canvass made 
for weekly and other subscribers. 

Thanks were accorded the ‘Chairman on the motion of Mr. ]. Trenner, 
seconded by Mr. J. Victor, and supported by M. L. Pilichowski, of Paris, and Mr. 
Tschechanover. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Miss Montagu for placing the building at the 
disposal of the meeting 

Up to the time of the meeting the sum of £158 had been realised by the 
branch.

At this 
stage he wished to testify to the wholéthearted labours of Mr. Langdon, the Chair 
man of that Committee, to whose enépgy and zeal that success was in a great 
measure due. Fle also thought an expression of grateful thanks for such splendid 
work should be conveyed from that meeting to Mr. Langdon.

 situation—appalling in its magnitude—of some two million Jews in Poland, 


wandering without food, clothing or shelter, the victims of the cruellest of all 
cruel wars. How far could Manchester help? Whilst the War had ruined many 
a business, trade was booming in several directions and the workers never earned 
better wages than they did at present. The present situation appealed to all, and 
in particular to the workers, and if a determined effort were made no doubt a large 
sum could be realised. <A fund had already been started, and he commended the 
efforts of Kabbi Yoffey, who had taken the lead in the right direction. He urged 
upon all the practice of some self-denial for a stated period, and this appeal might 
especially be addressed to the numerous single men, and also working girls, who 
had not hitherto supported the various charitable institutions. 

Rabbi Dr. SALOMON said their hearts beat in sympathy with their brethren in 
Poland, and they should all do their utmost to alleviate their terrible distress. 

Rabbi I. J. Yorrey said he had frequently appealed to the public and wtih 
some success to refrain from attending theatres during the war, and intéad to 
give donations to the various appeal funds. He had already been able to collect 
a considerable amount during the past forin’ght with the assistance of Mr. 


‘Weinberg, the President, and Mr. A. Harris, the Vice-President of the Central 


Synagogue. Personally he advocated a house to house collection. He had called 
at several factories and arranged with the proprietors for books of stamps to be 
issued to the workpeople and by this means a substantial sum might be raised. 
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The Rev. J. Puriyies said that no doubt if a strong appeal were issued Man- 
chester would rise to the occasion to help the distressed Jews in Poland and in 
Palestine. 

Sympathetictremarks and suggestions were also made by the Revs. I. Simon 
and B. Liebermann, and by Dr. Dulberg, J.P., and Messrs. J. Jacobs, I. Rosen 
blum.

Mr. Joe Couen, the President, said it was gratifying to note that all liabilities 
had*been discharged, and for the first time in the éxistence of the congregation 
there was a balance in hand 

Mr. Satire (Treasurer) pointed out that the last balance-sheet, issued in May, 
1914, showed a deficit of over £42. At the time this was considered satisfactory 
in view of the fact that when the present management togk over control of affairs, 
there were outstanding debts amounting to nearly 4/100. At the present moment, 
however, the balance was about / 20 to the good. 

Mr. L. ROSENBERG (President of the New Briggate Synagogue) said that Mr. 
Cohen was to be congratulated on the splendid success he had achieved in face of 
what appeared to be quite hopeless conditions. The community owed it to Mr. 
Cohén’'s indefatigable efforts that so useful an institution had not been dissolved. 

Among others who spoke in similar terms of Mr. Cohen's work were Messrs. 
L. Cohen, M. Abrahamson, J. Nathanson, I. Click, and S. Goldman. 

Mr. COHEN, speaking in reply, said he had been ably assisted by the hon. 
officers, and that the Shochetim had zealously co-operated with him to conserve 
the resources of the Board and bring about this result 

Matters dealing with the remuneration of the officials were then dealt with, 
and a communication from the London Shechita Board concerning the supply of 
meat to some of the wholesale butchers in the Metropolis was considered and 
agreed to.

»>LIVERPOOL. 
At the invitation of the Executive of the New Hebrew Congregation, the Chief 
Kabbi paid a visit to Liverpool last week end. Dr. Hertz, who was accompanied 
by Mrs. Hertz, arrived on Saturday night. 

On Sunday, the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz lunched with 
Mr. D. Black (President of the Congregation) and Mrs. Black at 
their residence in Bedford Street. Among those present were 
the Rev. I. and Mrs. Raffalovich, the Rev. and Mrs. I. Freeman, Mr. H. Nurick 

(Treasurer) and Mrs. Nurick, and Mr. H. N. Curlender (Hon. Secretary). 

In the afternoon, the Chief Rabbi delivered a sermon at a special choral 
service, which was held at the Hope Place Synagogue, in aid of the funds of the 
local Medical Charities and the British Red Cross Society. The edifice was 
crowded. Following an eloquent appeal on behalf of the specific objects sought 
to be benefited, Dr. Hertz said: An infinite calamity has overtaken civilisation. 
Some of our most cherished hopes and beliefs have simply gone under. A 
world-war is raging with unparalleled fury, and threatens to become the 
grave of all human feeling of all those human customs and usages hitherto 
observed by civilised people that have lifted them out of savagery. 
I will say no more of the apralling atrocities and cruelties, officially 
certified, which have been committed in this war, or of the agony of a smal! nation, 
crucified because it placed honour above ease. Israel, the people with the most 
mournful history, can sympathise with martyrdom for an ideal. Nor will I speak 
of the insane blood-lust responsible for the senseless murders of women and 
children on our own shores. There are times when indignation is dumb, h- 
less at the diabolical wickedness of the crime and the criminal. Often in former 
years it must have appeared strange to a great number of us when, as never before, 
more and more men loved mercy and laboured to make it prevail, that it should 
be necessary to preach on such an elementary duty as helping the sick and the 
suffering. ‘ It was not then:generally known that for over a generation there were a 
large number of learned professors who challenged our right of interfering with 
natural selection, of “ the survival of the fittest,” as they called it in their heartless 
jargon, by our helping the weak. One thinker especially, of dangerous, insane 
genius, who has powerfully influenced, nay, dominated, the thinking of Central 
Europe, has formulated this brutal philosophy in his own inimitable manner, 
“ Our creed,” he declared, “is quite brief; it consists of only two articles. One is, 

_ the weak must go to the wall, and the other, we must help them to go to the wall.” 
Recent events that have staggered humanity have, alas, but too conclusively 
proved that these teachings have not only been assiduously preached by a few 
immoralists, but these doctrines have been given the widest application and adher- 
ence in practice by the greatest military power of all times. 

The service was impressively rendered by the Revs. I, Freeman and I. Raffal- 
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ovich, and the singing of the choir was greatly admired. The collection amounted 
to £40. The arrangements in the synagogue were ably carried out by a body of 
stewards consisting of Messrs. P. Auerbach, J. Aguinek, R. Black, P. A. Curlender, 
W. Gorfunkle, L. Gorfunkle. H. Matthews, J. Morris, 5. Presburg, and D. 
Samuels, under the superintendence of the Hon. Secretary, Mr. H.N. Curlender. 

Subsequently Mr. and Mrs. D. Black and Mr. and Mrs. H. Nurick held a 
reception at the Midland Adelphi Hotel, where the ¢ hief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz 
were in residence during their stay. Mrs. Raffalovich presented a bouquet to Mrs. 
Hertz: Nearly two hundred and fifty guests were present, including the mem bers 
of the Hope Place Synagogue and their wives, and the Ministers and Honorary 
Officials of all the local synagogues and communal charities and institutions. 

In the evening the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz were the guests to dinner of 
the President of the Jewish Literary Society (Mr. Bertram B. Benas) and 
Mr. P. A. Benas, and later the Chief Rabbi delivered an address at a 
special meeting of the Society in the Royal Institution, Mr. Bertram B. Benas 
presided. A vast gathering assembled which crowded the large hall to its utmost 
capacity. 

The PRESIDENT, in welcoming the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz, said that the 
Society was proud of the fact that Dr. Hertz, on the occasion of his first visit to 
their community since his installation as Chief Rabbi, had honoured them by 
addressing them, by showing his interest in their work, aad thus associating him- 
self with their Society. A particular interest attached to the date, which made a 
most sympathetic appeal to those who had charge of the Society's activities. 
That day was the Sunday nearest to the first anniversary of the passing away of 
one, who, although his sense of altruism and his appreciation of the Jewish spirit 
of tradition made him prefer to regard their Society as a link in the historic chain 
of collective Jewish literary effort in that city rather than a new movement, might 
well be claimed as the founder of their organisation. It had been well said by one 
of his (the Chairman's) colleagues that no memorial could more emphatically 
express the affectionate appreciation of the work of his father (the late Mr. B. L. 
Benas, J.P.) than the holding of a meeting on the occasion of that anniversary. 

The Cuter RApst, on rising to deliver his address, met with a most hearty 
reception. Dr. Hertz proceeded to consider and contrast the characteristics of the 
Jewries of the past and the present. Turning to the ghetto, he pointed out that at 
least there the Jew called his soul his own. The ghetto Jew, with his indomitable, 
heroic, free spirit, compelled the admiration of all, save the prejudiced, the semi- 
educated, and the stupid. Then the lecturer pointed to the typical indifferent 
sphere among the Jewries of to-day. There, the Jew did not think his own 
thoughts—generally he did not think at all. Spiritual slavery, Dr. Hertz proceeded, 
must give place to a freedom of spirit which would bring them again a free, cort- 
scious Jewishness, that would enable them to call their souls theirown. When 
they rediscovered their Jewish consciousness they would determine to become not 
merely civilised Jews, they would soar beyond and become cultured Jews. Ina 
rousing appeal to be loyal to the larger communal self—the Jewish people—Dr. 
Hertz pointed to the historic literature of Israel, with its visions of the past and its 
vistas of aspiration, that literature the application of which enured for the benefit 
of world-wide humanity. The note was a high one, Dr. Hertz said, in conclusion, 
but not too high for a centre of those who, united, hoped, and laboured, with 
devoted enthusiasm, for the realisation of a Jewish Renascence. |

A general meeting of the Committee of Workers was held at the Centre in 
Mulberry Street on Tuesday last. 

The Rev. B. N. MICHELSON presided and delivered an address, summing up 
his experiences of his principal work during his year of office. He said in part — 
At the outbreak of the war the attention of the Overseers of the Poor was dire 
to the necessities of those families whose incomes were diminished owin 
the absence of one or more of the breadwinners who had gone on active ser 
A Committee was elected to deal with the work of getting into touch witl 
dependents of the sailors and soldiers, with the view of assisting those who 
ignorant of the methods to be adopted for securing payment of allowances, 
for such other purposes as might arise. In a room adjacent to that in whic! 
Committee of Workers sat, there was daily to be founda large number of applic 
whose needs were carefully attended to and whose cases received every consic 


, tion. Letters were written to men who had joined the ranks and left their pas 


without making provision for the drain on their resources by the cutting off of asa 
of income. In almost all cases the sons consented to make an allotment to! 
people as soon as the duty that devolved upon them in this respect was pointed out. 
The pension granted frequently fell short of that expected by the recipient in 
accordance with the Government scale. Appeals in such cases had been successful, 
and much help was given to the poor both by the visitors and the members of the 
Committee who interviewed them at the Centre. The members were in constant 
communication with the War Office, and had learned that it was the intention. of 
the Government to continue the allowances made to dependents for at least a 
period of twenty-six weeks after the death of a soldier, whether married or 
unmarried. It had been the painful duty of members of the Committee to make 
several such applications. The Royal Patriotic Fund had been most helpful, and 
had assisted cases referred to it on the death of some poor fellow who bad 
contributed to the upkeep of a home. 

The following were elected office-bearers for the ensuing year: The Revs. 
B. N. Michelson, President; W. Levin, Vice-President; Dayan Feldman and D. 
Wasserzug, Hon. Secs. (all re-elected); G. Isaacs, W. Esterson, A. A. Green, M. 
Rosenbaum, S. Joseph and G. Prince, Committee. Rabbi H. Cohen and the Rey. 
N. Goldston were recommended for co-option. 

Thanks were accorded the Rev. B. N. Michelson for his work as President 
during the past year, and for his address. 


Union of Jewish Women. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


The annual meeting of the Union of Jewish Women will be held next 
Thursday afternoon. The report which~ will be presented at the meeting opens 
with references to the provision (largely in the form of work) made for girls who 
were thrown out of employment by the war and of homes for the refugees from 
Belgium. (Details of these arrangements have already been given in the JEwisH 
CHRONICLE). In all up to December Ist last, 489 refugees had been assisted by 
the Union. Dealing with what is described as “the more humdrum part of the 
work ” in the first half of the year, the report says, in part: 


The usual number of cases were sifted, situations were found tor the unemployed, 
advice was given to young students, loans were granted, relief toa few very necessiteus 
ladies was given from the Necessitous Ladies' Fund, and a new departure was even 
taken—a holiday cottage holding four guests was rented for a year on trial at Leigh-on- 
Sea. This house was furnished entirely by gifts trom generous friends. A matron was 
found and already, from April to July, thirty-one guests were entertained there. Unfortu- 
nately when the war broke out, many holidays had to be curtailed, nor could the cottage 
be used, as was wished, for Belgian families, as it was within the prohibited area. In 
June a meeting was held at Mrs. C. ©. Henriques’ house to discuss the possibilities of 
international work, but no decisian was arrived at, and it was decided to hold another 
meeting in the early autumn to ventilate still iurther the views of members. Necessarily, 
the war put an end to this proposal. The Committee have elected Mrs. George Mosen- 
thal and Mrs. Richard Raphael as members of the General Committee, and in December 
Mrs. Nissim, Mrs. ]. Michaels, Mrs. Moritz Joseph, Mrs. Tannenbaum, Miss R. Leveson 
and Miss E. Linde were nominated to serve on the General Committee, in recognition of 
their valuable services during the great stress of work. occasioned by the relief work for 
war refugees. The Executive Committee has been strengthened by the addition of Mrs, 
Hertz and Mrs. ‘Stettauer joining. 


The income for the year was 4534, and the expenditure £546.

Letters had been rtceived from parents of 
those who had attended the lectures expressing appreciation, and in some cases 
forwarding donations to the Union. The Council expressed appreciation of this 
work. 

The PRESIDENT stated that he proposed to deliver his presidential address on 
March Ist. The address will be delivered at University College if accommodation 
is available. | 

A report was presented concerning the classes in living Hebrew held at 
Toynbee Hall, under the auspices of the Union. Mr. A. Doniach, the instructor, 
had reported that particularly valuable work was being done by the advanced 
class. 

A financial statement was presented. 

The PRESIDENT expressed the hope that in view of the excellent work being 
carried on by the Union and its constituent societies, most of which were having 
highly successful sessions, adequate financial support would be acco:ied to the

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLI 
WITH MR. HARRY GRAUMAN. 


HERE is with us just nowa well-known member of the Jewish 
community of South Africa, in the person of Mr. Harry Grauman, 
of Johannesburg. A Londoner born, Mr. Grauman, though still 
comparatively young in years, has had a distinguished career tn 

the land of his adoption, which culminated in his election to the Mayor alty 
of. Johannesburg four years ago. 

In a public life fairly crowded with inet 
dent and service, one may pick out a few 
of the items which figure in Mr. Grau 
man’s record. During the Boer War he 
was Chairman of the Uitlander Com 
mittee at Cape Town. As Mayor o 
Johannesburg he was associated witha 
great deal of the work that led to the 
formation of the Union of South Africa 
and the opening of the first Union Par- 
liament. During his year of othe it tell to 
him to receive and entertain their Royal 
Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of 
Connanght and Princess Patricia—-the 
Duke, it may be recalled, had come to open 
the Parliament. In recognition of his 
work in connection with the Union he 
was given a medal by His Majesty 
King George. From the Duke of 
Connaught he received a loving cup. 
To Mr. Grauman, too, it fell to give the first official reception to 
Their Excellencies Lord and+Lady Gladstone, on the appointment of Lord Glad: 
stone as first Governor Genera! of South Africa. Mr. Grauman alsogavethe final 
official dinnerto the Eari of Se: borne on his retirement from the position of Governor 
of the Transvaal and High Commissioner for South Africa, and.he presided over the 
farewell demonstration given in honour of his Lordship. The over-sea representatives 
from British Dominions—including the Premier af the Australian Commonwealth, 
the Right.Hon. Andrew Fisher-—-were received by Mr. Grauman when they

attended the Unioa festivities; and he is now intimately associated with the 
work of the Governor General's War Fund. 

At the present moment Mr. Grauman is Chairman of the Finance Committee 
of the Johanresburg Town Council. His career in the municipal life of South 
Africa has thus been a particularly full one, and brings forcibly to memory the 
similar part which other Jews have played in the same branch of South 
African public work. Mr. Grauman would have stood for election to the Union 
Parliament four years ago, but was deterred by a feeling of difficulty in taking 
part, as Mayor, in party warfare. He intends, however, to woo the voters at the 
next election 

Mr. Grauman has also taken his share in Jewish public work. He is Hon. 
President of several Jewish Benefit Societies, as well as President of the Johannes- 
burg Zionist Association and many other Jewish institutions 

JEWS AT THE SOUTH AFRICAN FRONT 


As might have been éxpected from the news given week by week in the 


JewisH Curonicce, Mr. Grauman reports a high tide of Jewish war enthusiasm 
in South Africa. 


“I was there,” he said toa JEWisH CHRONICLE representative, “during the 
whole of the recent rebellion, and left the day after De Wet was captured. There 
were, of course, no Jews among the rebels—the revolt was entirely a Dutch up- 
rising. But, on the other hand, many Jews joined the active citizen forces sent to 
crush the out-break, as well as the troops operating in German South-West Africa. 
In all I should say that the Jews with the colours in South Africa numbered four 
or five thousand, and they were men belonging to all stations in life. At the 
present time many other Jews are in process of being enlisted, so that our core- 
ligionists have risen well to their duties.” 

In reply to a question, Mr. Grauman stated that the business position in the 
country had naturally been affected by the war, largely in consequence of the many 
men who had gone to the ftont, though he pointed out that some compensation 
was to be found in the fact that the government were spending about a million and 
& yuarter per month on the war, and spending it in the country. 


THE EFFECT OF THE WAR, 

“In spite of all the difficulties which have arisen,” he went on, “ it may be said 
that South Africa has not suffered to anything like the same extent that other 
countries have. It is very unfortunate that the rebellion should have broken out 
at the moment it did, because the country had been visited by very heavy rains such 
as had not fallen for years. These promised excellent crops. The harvest must in any 
case have been good. But it would have been better still had the rebels remained on 
their farms and taken advantage of the rains instead of going out to fight. Still, I 
believe that the rebellion has, after all, been a blessing in disguise. It has proved 
that such a thing can happen although it had previously been thought very 
unlikely. The outbreak will therefore be a warning forthe future and act as an 
insurance against a recurrence of such risings hereafter. The Boer, who is a 
simple-minded man, was misled by those of his leaders whom he had been in the 
habit of looking up to. These leaders have shown what a terrible fiasco they are 
responsible for, and I believe that they will never have a following again.” 


NOT A COUNTRY OF RICH MEN. 


How, Mr. Grauman was asked, are the Jews faring under the Union? 

“Quite well. They suffer no disabilities, and their position is very much the 
sare as before the Union was effected. A good many of the richer Jews have 
gone home to this country—either because they have retired from business or 
because they are engayed in business over here. / South Africa is not a country of 


rich men.to-day. A good many people seem to have lost ther money, and a 
certain amount of poverty does, I think, exist.”

THE BIBLE AND SOME OF ITS PROBLEMS. (IT.) 


In the previous sermon on this subject we saw what a remarkable contrast 
Israel's religion presented to the religious beliefs of ali the other nations of 
Unlike every other people of whom we have information, Israc] 
worshipped a Being whom he came to recognise as the only one God; and 
just during the period of the Captivity, when he had lost country, temple, 
and every national possession that God had given him, did he learn to cling 
most firmly to his faith in God. This is an extraordinary phenomenon, and 
how is it to be explained? By way of accounting for the facts we are often 
told that the Semitic race had a special genius or aptitude for Monotheism. 


sut the nations by whom Israel was surrounded were also Semites, and yet 
they lapsed into polytheism. Why did we Israelites form the one excep. 
tion? Why, to quote the words of the late Canon Driver, did “ the religion 


ot Israel, built upon the same material foundation as those of other 
Semitic peoples, rise immeasurably above them; assuming. as it devoloped, 
a unique character, and in the hands of its inspired teachers. become the 
expression ot great spiritual realities such as has been without parallel in 
any other nation of the earth ?"’ The only answer to this momentous 
question is the one supplied by Israel himself in Israel's own books. It

at large, and it was part of the Divine plan that the descendants of Abraham 
should be selected from the rest of the human family to promulgate t'e 
God-idea. This is what Max Miller has to say on the subject: “It is 
impossible to explain on merely historical grounds how the Hebrews first 
obtained, and so persistently clung to, this grand first truth. Their 
chronicles show continual lapses into idolatry, and yet they always recovered 
themselves till at last, after a bitter discipline of national calamities, they 
finally turned with enthustastic devotion to the worship of God. ys ca 
If, then, we are asked how it is that Abraham and his descen 
dants possessed not only the primitive conception ‘of the Divinity 
as He had revealed Himself to all mankind, but passed through 
the denial of all other gods to the knowledge of the one God, we are 
content to answer that it was by a special Divine revelation.’ So far 
Max Muller; and his explanation of the facts seems to be the only rational 
one. ‘But the gradual evolution of Monotheism is not the only feature of 
Israel's conception of God that deserves attention, Equally wonderful was 
their development of the idea of the moral character and conduct of God— 
the idea expressed in such passages as the following: ~ All His ways are 
judgment; a God of truth and without iniquity, just and right is He." 
* Holy, holy, holy isthe Lord of hosts.” “ Thou, O Lord, art a God ful of 
compassion, gracious, long-suffering, and plenteous in mercy and truth.” 
** Ready to pardon, and slow to anger.” It is not ta be denied that here and 
there parallels of a sort may be discovered in the writings of other nations ; 
but, apart from their rarity, the manner of them and the connections in 
which they occur show that they were the outcome, not so much of settled 
conviction as, of passing glimpses of truth that ordinarily were hidden by 
thick mists of error, Let us now proceed to discuss the second part of the 
problem—the practical relation of Israel to God—in other words, the 
religion of the -Israelites as a living, personal matter as con 
trasted with that of heathen nations. Two primary. elements enter 
into the practical relation to God depicted in the Bible. These two 
clements are comsciousness of sin and confidence tn the Divine mercy. 
We find them everywhere in the life of Israel, everywhere, too, in closest 
connection with Israel's literature. And the remarkable fact is that 


THE MORE AWARE ISRAEL BECOMES 


of his sinfulness and unworthiness in God's sight, the more assured he 
grows of God's forgiveness. Let us compare the two states of mind in 
Israel and among the heathen. Judging from the evidence contained in the 
book of GenesiS or the book of Judges, the fathers and founders of the 
Hebrew nation had not a profound sense of sin. Very little is said about 
it. They recognise sin in certain overt forms—in actual falsehood, in crime, 
in gross impurities, in violence and the like; they connect God with the 
sufferings and judgments that befall wicked men. But there is little or 
nothing of the state of mind which is expressed in the Psalms and in the 
Prophets. Some sins, indeed, they committed without seeming to have 
regarded them as such till the penalty came and awoke their consciences. 
But what a decided step in advance was taken by the Israelites when 
the Ten Commandments became the corner-stone of national law, which 
tracked sin to its very lurking-place in the heart, and branded as offensive 
to God what had not yet taken the shape of word or deei—” Thou shalt not 
covet.””. What a revolution, too, must have taken place in their relation to 
sin, in their estimate of its real nature, and in their own consciousness of 
subjection to its power, ere the Psalms could have been written, ere the 
Prophets could have spoken to their fellow-countrymen as they constantly 
did. But what was the state of things among the heathen? They, too, had 
a sense of sin: within certain limits, too, some of the nations underwent 
a development. Not only, however, did the process soon stop short, but it 
had not all the variety, depth, clearness, and ferce which marked that of 
the Hebrew people. While it és quite ¢rae that-manyrstrong and sad con- 
fessions of sin are to be found ia the writings of pther-mations, they are very 
isolated. And one thing is certain, that even skilled writers have hithert¢ 
been unableto make any collection of extracts, however wide the domain 
from which they have culled them, that is comparable for living power with 
several of the penitential psalms. We now pass to the second element in 
the relation of Israel to God, viz., 


ISRAEL'S EXPERIENCE OF DIVINE FAVOUR. 
What we refer to specially is the peace and joy and strength which 
resulted from the assurance that their iniquities were covered, their sias

wonderful experience lies at the back of these words: “ He hath not dealt | 


with us after our ‘sins, neither rewarded us after our iniquities ; for as the 
heaven is high above the earth, so great is His mercy towards them that 
fear Him. As far as the east is from the west, so far hath He removed our 
transgressions from us. Like as a father pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear Him.” But when we turn to the other picture, that of 
heathenddém, we ransack its literatures in vain for anything to compare to 
the outpourings of the Holy Spirit in the Bible. Here, then, is a further 
problem, of which we have done no more than present the faintest hint. Why 
did the Israelites, starting where the rest of mankind started, grow into an 
ever fuller appreciation of the nature of God and their relation to Him, 
while the rest of mankind made no advance in this respect? Israel's own 
explanation of this fact is simple. He takes no credit to himself for the 
difference, though he clearly sees that such a difference exists. He ascribes 
its cause to God. It is part of the divine purpose in the education of 
mankind. Israel has a distinct place to fill in the Divine scheme of things 
as the teacher of religion to mankind. Such is the explanation. It seems 
adequate. Whether it is true, we can best test for ourselves by helping to 
make it true, by living the Jewish life, the life of consecration to the loftiest 
ideals of justice and mercy, purity and truth, portrayed in the pages of 
Holy Writ.

THE AUTHOR OF YIGDAL. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. A. MISHCON, Brixton. 


SiR,—Now that Dr. Abrahams has agreed to give “ Yechiel” the quietus, 
the moot point is whether Daniel ben Jehuda Dayan, the attested author of 
Yigdal, appropriated some of its phrases from the longer poem of bis contemporary, 
Immanuel of Rome, or vice versa. 

I have made no fresh discoveries; the MS. 1 copied from, some five years 
ago, at the british Museum, is Add. 26,968, but the evidence available, albeit 
circumstantial, certainly supports Daniel's claim to originality. 

First there is the fact that his own grandson repeatedly appends Daniel's 
name to the hymn in the prayer-book. Had it only been his adaptation the fact 
must have been known to him as well as to his contemporaries, and no attempt 
would have been made to conceal it. 

Then, the process of contraction was hardly in vogue among our Liturgical 
poets; that Immanuel expanded the shorter hymn is far more probable. 

There may be more than Dr. Abrahams imagines in his suggestion that we 
are here dealing with the very Daniel who was the kinsman and benefactor of the 
poet of Rome. Should this be the case, what tribute could be better chosen by 
the protégé and more valued by the host than the elaboration by the former of 

he latter's poetical work. The probability, on the other hand, of the Dayan 
adapting the “ scoffer's " poem for liturgical use is very remote indeed. 

I have to thank the anonymous sender of Dr. H. Hirschfeld’s very inter. 
esting pamphlet on Curiosities of Jewish Literature, which contains some pages 
on the subject under discussion, leading up to the assertion: “I see his 
(Immanuel's) name in the words of line eight, viz., ?® YOY? minus the 3,” 
which recalls Landshut's ascribing the famous hymn IN to 
Jehuda Halevi, whose name—minus the —he sees in the acrostic 

Dr. Hirschfeld seems to make too much of the term VD used in the super- 
scription to the Yigdal MS. It certainly does not denote “composed,” but neither 
does it apply to the hymn; it refers, of course, to the thirteen creeds which it 
embodies. 

Altogether, the arguments against Daniel hardly warrant even a rc: ision of the 
decision of modern scholars mentioned by Dr. Abrahams. 

It is somewhat strange to see the learned doctor advocate, in his last letter, 
the version of 23) instead of 23) because it “corresponds to the 
words of Maimonides.” This is just what it does not. 
Maimonides is to the effect that “to the Creator alone it is right to pray,” and only 
by substituting MT) YS12 23) for the accepted version can the fifth line of the Yigda} 
be made, according to the scheme of the hymn, to harmonise at all with its corre. 
sponding creed. (See Berliner; Randbemerkungen, 1, 13, also Frumkin’s Prayer

WOUNDED JEWISH SOLDIERS IN LEEDS HOSPITAL. 
SOME INTERESTING CASES.

OTHER CASUALTIES. 


Corporal Philip Newman, South Lancs. Kegt., in Shrewsbury Hospital, was 

ted on Thursday week by the Rev. S. Friedeberg, Chaplain for the Liverpool area. 
Corpl. Newman has been invalided home suffering severely from frostbite in both 
feet. He went to the front at the beginning of November and until the end of 
December was almost continually in the trenches. He took part in some of the 
lesperate fighting round Ypres. Corpl. Newman gave a vivid description of the 
water-soaked trenches which caused his illness. Often he was in water up to his 
knees, but there was no other protection against the searching shell fire of the 
enemy. Sometimes the men would find themselves shelled out of their billets 
when away from the fighting line. On one occasion when he and some comrades 
were resting in a farm, two “ Jack Johnsons” burst in succession near the building 
and they were ordered to clear out. Newman had no boots on; it had been 
necessary to cut them off owing to the swollen condition of his feet, and he was 
compelled to hobble along for nearly a mile with the help of comrades until he 
reached a place of safety. Corpl. Newman is now progressing satisfactorily.

Pte. Jack Levinsen, R.A.M.C., of 22, Frederick Place, Bow, who was 
recently invalided home after having been wounded, is returning to the front 
within a few days. Pte. Levenson is the first Jew holding military honours for 
first-class orderly in medical and surgical work. While at the front, Pte. Levenson 
succeeded in placing into safety an ambulance that was being exposed to the fire of 
heenemy. A photograph of Pte, Levinson will appear in the next number of

THE RUSSIAN ARMY AND JEWS. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
PETROGRAD 
Two more Jéwish soldiers, Schuster and Holtzman, have obtained the Order 
of St. George for bravery. 
The Jewish doctors enrolled in the Army Medical Corps are again covering 
themselves with glory. They are repeating the heroic deeds which won them 
‘fame in the Russo-Japanese war. -They expose themselves to all kinds of dangers 
in their attempts to save the lives of the wounded. In the last few days a bomb 
from a hostile aeroplane killed the oldest doctor of the Odessa Jewish Hospital 
(Itke) whilst he was attending to the wounded in a Galician battlefield: In another 
battle Drs. Fuchs, Volodersky and Zederbaum were wounded in the exercise of 
their duty. 
Wounded Jewish soldiers continue to arrive from the Front in all parts of the 
country.. Even in the small towns the synagogues are filled with them during 
the services. 
THE ANTI-SEMITES AT WORK, 


It is, however, a matter of deep regret that our enemies are at work even in 
hampering Jews in the efficient discharge of their patriotic duties. Thus at 
Znamenka the authorities are offending Jewesses who had offered their voluntary 
services for the Red Cross, and for whom they could not find any other name than 
‘“Szidovki” when addressing them. Our coreligionists were ultimately obliged to 
resign from the institution. It is also reported from the front that one Commander 
on submitting the name of a Jew for promotion to the rank of officer received an 
intimation that it was preferable to award Jewish heroes the Order of St. George 
only, 

THE CRYING NEED OF POLAND. 
SENATOR NBIDHARDT S PROMISE. 


[FROM OUR CORKESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD., 


Senator Neidhardt, who is one of the Government organisers for the allevia 
tion of distress in Poland, has received a Polish Jewish deputation, whom he pro 
mised that all sections of the population would be treated alike in the distribution 
of relief. Indeed, the scenes in Poland seemed to have moved him deeply. 
Although before the war he had the reputation of being a violent anti-Semite, he 
recently made an eloquent appeal at the residence of the Governor of Kamenetz- 
Podolsk to a gathering of Russians, Poles, and Jews to assist all Polish sufferers 
without distinction of creed. He told the gathering that in many places “ chimneys 
alone remained of once prosperous townlets.” 

Eye witnesses of the destruction in Poland also describe how formerly wealthy 
Jews had been reduced to complete poverty, the trading of Jews in the war area 
being limited to the sale of writing paper and fruit to the soldiers. In addition to 
the previously reported ruined places, the townlets Neshava, Zechotozinek and 
Alexandrovo are completely deserted. At Kodnitza and Volkovishki the Jewish 
losses were enormous. Owing to the heavy bombardment the Jewish communities 
are also abandoning Suleyeff, Kernoz, and Inovlodz. The number of refugees at 
Warsaw is still increasing every day. The Jews who remain at Kalish are making 
repeated efforts to escape from there owing to the severe conditions of German 
martial law. The Jewish community of Tarnobresg (Galicia) has been totally 
ruined as a result of the battles and pogrom which took place there. 


JEWISH CHAPLAIN LEAVES FOR THE FRONT. 


The Rev, M. Adler, the first Jewish Chaplain to accompany the British troops 
at the Front, left for France on Monday morning last. He was accompanied by 
orderly Pte, Friedlander, Mr. Adler was given a cordial send off, and among those 
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who assembled on the platform at Waterloo were the Rev. S Lipson, Chaplain 
to the Home Forces, the Revs. S. Levy and J. F. Stern, Mrs. Grossman (who 
had rendered much clerical assistance to Mr. Adler), and a large number of other 
friends. The Chief Rabbi wired as follows :—“ May God's blessing accompany 
you on your going out and on your coming in.” The Rev. A. A. Green and Mr 
Denzil Myer also sent messages

LETTERS FROM THE FRONT. 
DOING USEFUL WORK. 
: Sapper A. E. Lawton, R.E., ist London Field Co., writing from France to the 
Editor, in the course of his letter states :—Being of the Jewish faith, I thought I 
would just like to write you a line to let you know how we are faring out here 
Personally I am attached to the Ist London Division Royal Engineers, whose 
headquarters are at Victoria Park Square, E. Although we have only been in 
France a few weeks, we have done very good work here in assi sting the infantry 
in the trenches which are half full of water. The weather has been much against 
us, but we not grumble but stick it as we should. We have plenty of clothes, 


tobacco, cigarettes, and plenty of good grub, and. we shall not get tired of being 
here until the Kaiser has the sense to turn the game up. 


AN APPEAL FOR -FIRST AID MATERIAL 


Pte. J. R. Baker, C Company, 2nd Scottish Kifles 
Force, writes to us as follyws :- 


_ _““ May I take this opportunity of writing to you and asking if you will be so 
kind as to ask your readers, on behalf of my fifteen comrades and myself, who are: 
stretcher-bearers of my regiment, for a few medical requisites such as scissors, 
bandages, gauze, wool, or any antiseptics, which would be available for use for 
wounded men in the trenches. The ordinary field service dressing, though 
sufficient for slight wounds, is quite inadequate for severe wounds; and as such 
men who receive these wounds have to be kept in the trenches until dark, it 
often happens that they lose a great deal of blood which seriously retards their 
recovery. May I add to this another important item which I have forgotten to 
mention. Cheap pocket electric torches, so as to enable us to see the wounds and 
bandage them at night-time, would be very useful. I am writing this in the 
trenches, so that you will readily see what prompted this letter to you. We would 
all, I am sure, highly appreciate such gifts, which would be of inestimable value-to 
our wounded comrades. 1 shall be pleased to distribute equally any such articles 
I may receive among my fifteen comrades.” 

[IN THE THICK OF \. 

Pte. Sydney Burke, R.A.M.C., 7th Field Ambulance, writes to us from the 
front. “I first belonged to No. 1 General Hospital’ and was then transferred 
to No. 2 at Havre. I was again transferred to this F. A. and joined them at 
Dickesbush. We then went on to Ypres and what a lively time we had. The 
reformatory there was being used as a hospital and also as a billet for us. The 
place was continually being shelled, but we were never intentionally hit. At 
the rear of us was the light railway, over which the armoured train was running, 
and it was really amusing to see it firing about a dozen rounds and pop back again 
Meanwhile, the German gunners would be trying to find the range. Still, we 
luckily escaped being hit, because the German observation officer knew we were 
using the place as a hospital. I assisted in burying many officers, the chief being 
Maj. Bolster, R.G.A., Maj. Cadogan, 10th Hussars, Lieut. Drake, 10th Hussars, 
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Lieut. Petro, 10th Hussars, Capt. Mulholland, Irish Guards, and a lot of others 
whose names for the moment I cannot recall. But the worst time we experienced 
was at night, when we went out with our ambulances collecting the wounded. We 
had to collect them at the advanced dressing station, at the Chateau de Gouvon, 
and the road was continually being shelled, in addition to which there were “ Jack 

ohnson” holes all over. Still, taking everything into consideration, it 1s a fine 
fife and full of excitement. I only buried one Jewish boy; he was Pte. ¢ ohen, 
Northamptons. Give my kindest regards to the Kev. Adler and tell him I haven't 
forgotten him by any means. We are at present at Locre, which is 12 kilometres 
from Ypres and 5 kilometres from Baileull. We are really about a kilo, in Belgian 
territory. Trusting you might find space to publish this and wishing the paper 
the best of good luck le 

P.S.—By the way, two or three of my chums here, Christian fellows, are 
rather curious to know what “ Lockshen ” is. 

MILITARY SERVICES IN AUSTRALIA. 
‘FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
SYDNEY. 

Stirring special services were celebrated in connection with the Feast of 
Chanucah in the Australian congregations. Those held by Chaplain the Rev. J. 
Danglow, in Melbourne on December 13th, and in Sydney by Chaplain the Rabbi 
Cohen on December 20th, were the more charged with feeling on account of the 
presence of Jewish members of the second contingent of the Australian Imperial 
Force on the eve of embarkation. Among those attending at the St. Kilda Syna- 
goguc, Melbourne, was Colonel John Monash, commanding the 4th Australian 
Infantry Brigade, who has coreligionists serving under him in each of its four 
battalions, particularly the 13th or N.S.W. Infantry. At the Great Synagogue in 
Sydney, some members of the congregation holding Sergeant-Major’s rank had 
secured special leave, in one case to journey 600 miles each way, to join their 
relatives on the occasion, and proceeded straight from the synagogue en route to 
their ship. The gathering at Sydney also included a detachment of Jewish 
bluejackets. 

CAPE TOWN. 

Advocate Alexander delivered an address in the Roeland Street Synagogue on 
the 2nd inst. In the course of the address he said: “ England has been all she 
could be to Jews. Jews will be all they can be toEngland.” This wasthe rallying 
call given to Jews of the British Empire at the outbreak of the war by the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, and noble has been the response thereto. ‘* England has been all she 
could be to Jews.” ‘For centuries the Jewish people have looked on old England 
as the home of civil, political and religious freedom—as the place where right is 
right, and might is simply the instrument to achieve right, where the persecuted 
and oppressed can always find an abiding place and a2 home. England has been 
generous and unselfish with us; let us see to it that we do our duty by: England. 
We are grateful for her treatment of us, we love her for her noble qualities, we 
respect her for we know why she is at war and we know that her cause is a 
righteous one.

The German Commander at Lodz has issued an order to the local Jews, com- 
plaining of the loyalty shown by them to the Russians when the latter re-entered 
the town after the first German retreat. He warned the Jews that he knew of the 
assistance given by them to the Russians, and threatened on the repetition of such 
occurrences to punish them severely and deport the offenders to Germany.

The Jewish Unit. 


DR. EDER AND THE GHETTO SPIRIT, 


A debate, under the auspices of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade Old Boys, on the subject 
of the Jewish Unit, took place at Camperdown House last week. The opener was Dr. 
Eder, who was supported by Messrs. M. Newfield and L. Spero. Dr. Eder pointed out 
that any honour gained by Jewish soldiers in the present war was gained only individually 
and did not redound to the Jewish. body. There was a strong tendency to regard Jews 
who performed creditable deeds as exceptions to the general type of Jew; a Jewish 
Unit’ was therefore necessary to impress upon the world at large that creditable 
deeds were as much the property of Jews as of any other race. Further, Jews had 
so many traits in common-—appearance, speech, traditions, attitude towards religion ; 
the best work would be got from them when they worked together. The “ Ghetto” spirit 
was, so far from being something to be decried in Jews, a glorious thing. The “ Ghetto” 
spirit was inevitable in any body of men having a common attitude towards life; it was 
exhibited by the doctors of Harley Street, by the lawyers of Lincoln's Inn, and by 
other bodies of men whose common interests gave them apreference of living together, 
Jews who exhibited this desire of working and living together would certainly fight best 
together. Mr. Spero supported Dr. Eder. Mr. Newfield said that though the Jew 
was regarded asthe great apostie of peace, the Jew was to be seen at his greatest in war. 
The tremendous emotional upheaval wrought by war brought all men back to the prim- 
tive racial type; all the tawdry tinse! of assimilation in the Jew was stripped off and the 
Maccabeus and Joshua types were revealed. All the greater, therefore, was the need for 
concentrating thé effort of the thousands of Jews at present so deplorably diluted 
among the hundreds of thousands of Kitchener's Army. The war was the great adven- 
ture for Jewry—no one could foretell where it would lead Jews or what it would — 
them; the Jews must be as ostentatious of their good deeds as their deriders were o 
their bad deeds, and their best could be done and shown when Jews fought together. 

Messrs. M. H. Marks, B. Rappaport, S. Umiauf, H Abrahams, A. H. Gold, A. 
Margretts, and S. Novitsky, also took part in the discussion. “Dr. Eder, having replied 
to several questions raised in the discussion, a vote of thanks was accorded him by the 
meeting

THE WAR AND AFTER. 
— 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. LOUIS KLETZ. 

Sik,—If I may be permitted to add a few words to the discussion which I was 
privileged to initiate, I should like to express my sense of satisfaction at the state- 
ment by the Conjoint Committee which you print ‘nthe current issue of your paper. 
Guarded and diplomatic to a degree, it is nevertheless a» welcome indication of a 
desire to show some consideration for the natural anxiety of an interested public, 
and to bring our “ Foreign Office” into some kind of touch with the people it 
professes to represent, and in so farasthis marks achange of policy it will be hailed 
with unqualified approval as a step in the right direction. but it is only a step, 
and a very short one at that, and far from sufficient to meet the needs of the case. 
A general and undefined offer to ** welcome advice and assistance from any quarter ” 
is altogether too vague to be of much value. At best it will mean stray letters 
from casual correspondents, and these not always the most competent to express 
opinions. People whose views are worth having are hardly likely to avail them- 
selves of this roving invitation. As regards the promise of “ sympathetic considera- 
tion of any scheme for co-operation. etc.,” which obviously applies to organisations 
attached to particular “issues,” it remains to be seen how far the terms of the 
offer w'll appeal to their sense of their own importance. 

To the calm observer, interested only in the welfare of his people, it seems 
passing strange that at a time when we are confronted with the most serious 
Situation Jews have ever had to face, when the future of the nation is, so to speak, in 
the melting pot, it should be possible for progress to be impeded and success to be 
endangered because of paltry considerations of privilege, dignity, precedence, and 
musty tradition. For what does the whole thing come to when all is said and 
done? The Conjoint Committee claims the right to retain the leadership of the 
Jewish race. Whether it is entitled to that privilege is a highly debateable point ; 
but we are conten tto waive it and to concede the claim. We are the more ready 
to do this because we have every confidence in its capacity, its statesmanchip, and 
its earnestness. We go even further than that; we recognise that it mixht be 


| unwise to disclose the means or the methods by which it hopes to achieve the 
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desired result. All we ask is that before handing over the blank cheque on the 
authority of Anglo-Jewry which the Committee demands we should be informed 
of what it isthat it stands for, of the nature of its programme, so that we may 
judge how far it coincides with the needs, the hopes and aspirations of the Jewish 
wople. Surely, thisis the veriest minimum which even the most confirmed of 
autocrats would feel bound to concede in return for the undivided support of his 
. take it that both Mr. Alexander and Mr. Montefiore have some regard for 
constitutional principles. Might Lask them to inform us as to the precise 
und on which the Conjoint Committee takes it stand? Either it is represent: 
ve or itis not. If it is not it clearly has no right to existence, and in that case 
it is merely usurping a position to which it has no legal right. But if it is repre- 
entative then it must surely recognise its obligation to render an account of its 
«'ewardship to the public and the right of the latter to know what is being done in 
is name! If this is admitted, may I ask how that obligation is discharged? Asa 
mber of the Board of Deputies I know that in all matters relating to foreign 
urs the Board is never consulted. I also know that the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
is treated with no greater consideration, while the great majority of Anglo- 
lewry, which has no connection with either of these two bodies, is certainly left 
uv the cold. Unless, therefore, it is possible to advance some mysterious 
«planation of which no one is aware, I fail to see how the Conjoint Committee, as 
.. present constituted and directed, can justly lay claim to representing anybody or 
anything outside its own narrow circle. And that the two gentlemen named, than 

m no one is more trusted and respected, should lend themselves to the 
perpetuation of this anomalous position is the most surprising feature of all. Now, 
under normal circumstances such a state of affairs might be harmless, even though 
:t is ridiculous, but under present conditions the position is rather more serious 
At a time when absolute unity is the fundamental condition of any chance of 
success it seems nothing short of folly to persist in a course which may easily lead 
io a splitting of forces and to the presentation of different cases from different 
quarters. That such a contingency is not beyond the domain of possibility could 
easily be established by very concrete proof. 

In venturing to put forward the above arguments my object ts not to criticise, 
but to point out the obvious and needless danger to which the Conjoint Committee 
exposes, not only its own prestige but the vital interests of the Jewish nation by 
maintaining an attitude which is as unnecessary as it is illogical; unnecessary 
because it serves no useful purpose, and illogical because it defeats the purpose 
which it is intended to serve. Genuine leadership seeks to attract, mot to repel ; 

aim is to rally the supporters, not to hold them at arm's length. What the 
Conjoint Committee is doing is really a sign of weakness, not of strength. 

It is not my intention to pursue this subject any further. Iam grateful for 
your courtesy in affording me an opportunity of expressing my views on what I 
believe to be the right course to adopt, but itis not within my power to control the 
trend of events. The Conjoint Committee has deliberately assumed responsibility 
for one of the gravest undertakings which has ever been handled by any set of men ; 
if it elects to do so without further reference to those who are most closely con- 
cerned, we can only hope that good fortune may favour its labours and success 
attend its efforts. It will get all the credit, it must bear all the blame. History is 
a stern judge, and it will exact retribution from those who, refusing all counsel, 
have in our hour of need failed to guide us on the right path. 


THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE’S STATEMENT.

Sir,—About a month ago you kindly published a letter from me, appealing to

Jewish leaders not to let slip the unique opportunity presented to them of doing, 


something for the Jewish nation. Since then there have been manifestations on 
the part of some of them of interested and sympathetic activity. But though 
their interest and zeal are highly commendable, their action is, I venture to think, 
not very satisfactory, and calls for some comment; and I have good ground for 
believing that the dissatisfaction which I feel is shared by a not inconsiderable 
section of the Anglo-Jewish community. You yourself, Sir, gave expresston to 
that dissatisfaction: in commenting on the proceedings of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, 

I do not desire to trouble. vour readers with all the unfair and sophistical 
arguments advanced during that discussion. Surely the whole discussion revealed 
that some of us have not as yet made up our minds as.to what we mean by 
representative. 

Sinee the meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association we have had the important 
pronouncement of the Conjoint Committee in last week's issue. There are 
two gratifying points in it: (1) the election of Mr. Lucien Wolf to an official 
position; (2) the statement that the Committee will welcome assistance and advice 
from any quarter and will always be found ready to consider sympathetically 
any scheme of co-operation with other Jewish bodies. Surely, isn't it made quite 
plain by this last statement that the Committee itself, in spite of its defenders, does 
not consider itself thoroughly representative, but recognises that there are other 
bodies besides itself representing Jewish interests, and therefore solicits their 
assistance and co-operation? Would it not then have been the best plan, after 
all, to have followed Mr. Cowen's proposal for co-opting prominent and influential 
- Jews at présent not on the Committee, who are well-known as leaders or represen- 
tatives of certain Jewish interests or lines of thought? Assuming. that in some 
intelligible sense the Conjoint Committee is representative of the Anglo-Jewish 
community, is it impossible that it should be made more thoroughly representa- 
tive by the.co-option of such men as I have indicated ! 


TREITSCHKE AND GRAETZ. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From (Professor GOTTHARD DEUTSCH, 
Cincinnati. 


Sir,—On certain questions ‘one cannot expect a dispassionate hearing at this 
moment before an English public. I make this premise in order to state that I shal] 
not in the remotest way allude to the responsibility which is ascribed to Treitschke 
for the present war. As far as his attitude to the Jews ts conc erned, his boundless 
bias is proved by the rudeness of his tone, as is shown by the phrase quoted by Dr. 
Abrahamsin your issue of December 11th, 1914, of the “ trouser-selling Jew boys,”

man, in an essay, “ Deutschtum und Judentum,”’ published in “ Unsere Zeit,” 
February, 1880, calls Graetz, the “Stoecker of the Synagogue.” H. Bresslau 
Professor of History at Strassburg, in his pamphlet “Zur Judenfrage,” p. 21, Berlin, 
1880, says: Judaism is no more responsible for Graetz's kind of historiography 
than “Germanentum” is responsible for the clerical historian Onno Klopp. At 
the convention of the Gemeindebund, held at Berlin, February 20th, 1887, the 
question was asked, why Graetz had not been. elected a member of the historic 
commission. LDresslau replied that both he and Professor Wattenbach, a liberal 


(christian, would have resigned, had Graet# been called into this Commitee. 


Professor Hermann Cohen, the great Kantian scholar, at one time a student at the 
Breslau Seminary, condemns Graetz in such strong terms that I prefer to give hisown 
words, taken from his pamphlet: “ Ein Bekenntnis zur Judenfrage,” p. 16, Berlin, 
1880, in the original: “Es ist ein Unglueck, dass ein juedischer Geschichts 
schreiber, der immerhin ein solches zwar bedingtes Ansehen sich erarbeitet hat, 
eine so erschreckliche Perversitaet der Gefueblsurteile zu Stande bringen kénnte 
Es tut mir leid, dass ich es jetzt aussprechen muss, denn ich bin se.n Schueler 
gewesen.” Rabbi M. Joel, of Breslau, at one time Graetz's colleague in the 
Seminary, says in his * Offener Brief an Treitschke,” p. 13, Breslau, 1879: While 
G's work was well received, it does not represent the views of the Jews on the 
points which Treitschke criticises. A noble example of fairness under difficul; 
conditions is given by Ludwig Philippson who, while doing justice to Graetz's 
scholarship and literary ability, declares that he is in bis way as biassed and as 
romantic as Treitschke. (Allg. Zeitung des Judentums, 1880, p. 21). The orthodox 
who had always proclaimed him an infidel, APD ANNA as 
“voellig ausserhalb des Judentums stehend” (Der Israelit, 1871, p. 384, 627) now 
joined the chorus of the anti-Semites, declaring that nobody took Graetz seriously, 
whether as exegete or as historian. (Der Israelit, 1831, pp. 686-688). 

Having disproved the statement that the only publicist who “repudiated ™ 
Graetz was H. B. Oppenheim, on the ground of undeniable facts, 1. come to my 
real object. . While a disciple and an admirer of Graetz, I cannot help admitting 
that Graetz did give just cause for provocation by polemical remarks agains; 
Germany, as well as against Christianity, which are often unjust, more frequently 
tactless, and in every instance not in harmony with historic impartiality. 

He calls (XI. 260) the Germans “drunkards, the inventors of serfdom, 
feudalism, and mean servility.” His statement with reference to the English 
Puritans (X. 85, 3, ed.), that the Christian Bible could never have inspired men 
to fight for liberty, is surely noi tactful. His partisanship is sometimes so strony 
that he misrepresents his sources by suppression of some unpleasant words. He 
quotes Heine's praise of Haham Bernays (Al. 432),-but omits the important words 
“He isacharlatan. I respect him, because he humbugs these Hamburg crooks, 
but I respect the sainted Cartouche (a famous criminal) still more.” This, how- 
ever, is not to the point, for I merely felt that justice requires us to admit, that 
while Treitschke is biassed Graetz did give offence in many instances by his 
passionate style.

_ Mr. Nat Lazarvs pointed out that it was beyond the means of the Federation 
to issue the suggested organ, while in any case, supposing resources would allow, 
it would be wasting the ammunition of the Federation to expend money where it 
was SO unnecessary. 

Mrs. Levy felt that no note of discord should be sounded at the coriference 
that day in view of the very critical times. She asked if it were possible to obtain 
the full strength of membership of the Zionist Societies in England. Speaking on 
the question of badges, she said she intended to ask the Women's Propaganda 
Committee to take up the matter 

Mr. WARTSKI urged that practical work should be done by establishing 
schools in this country for the teaching of Hebrew as a living language 

Mr. Foner, Mr. SHERMAN and Mr. DanziGerR asked for information as to 
the closeness of the working relations between the Inner Actions Committee and 
the Federation. Mr. Danziger added that it was a known fact that two members 
of the Committee had only recently passed through London, and he could not 
understand why a message from them at least had not been sent to the Conferenc«

Mr. RASNICK complained that the Federation had been guilty of neglecting 
the affiliated societies.

Alluding to his recent action at the meeting ofthe Council of the Anglo-Jew 
Association, Mr. COWEN said that he had attended meetings of that-body not a 
a Zionist, but as a member of the general community, although he did not change 
his views of Zionism when he left the meeting room or when hecame into it. At 
the meeting in question he had proposed that the election of the Association's 
representatives on the Conjoint Committee should be deferred in order that its 
present constitution might be so altered as to allow of the formation of another 
Committee representative of all interests. His idea was to see the election of a 
Committee on a more democratic franchise, but, as was now ancient history, -his 
motion had been lost. Even if the Federation had been invited to send seven 
representatives to the Committee, as did the Anglo-Jewish Assoctation and the 
Board of Deputies, he would strongly advise the Executive not to accept the 
invitation for the simple reason that the Federation would at once place itself in a 
permanent minority and would be bound by the decisions of the Commitice 
generally. In the circumstances he did not think it would be good policy fo 
the Federation to have anything to do with, the Conjoint Committee 
The Conference then adjourned for lunch 
THE AFTERNOON SESSION 
FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


On the resumption of the proceedings, Mr. MAURICE MYERS, the Secretary 
in the temporary absence of Mr. Rubenstein, the Treasurer, submitted the financia, 
statement for the past year. He pointed out that there had been a considerable 
increase in the amount received in respect of dues compared with the prévious 
twelve months. Altogether #60 had been received from this source as against / 20 
Donations showed a decrease, for the subsidy of 4122 from the Actions Committee 
had not been received and could not now be expected 

Mr. Patt Goopman moved and Mrs Levy seconded the adoption of the 
financial statement. 

Mr. CowEN said that presumably the Federation had received /229 for its 
expenses. In reality it had only received half that amount, and now they could no 
longer rely on the subsidy from headquarters. He agreed with the sentiments of 
disgust expressed by a friend of his from Belgium when he had heard that the 
Federation was being subsidised by the Actions Committee, and that the Jews here 
had so far shown themselves incapable of running the Federation without having 
recourse to outside help. If the Federation did not receive adequate support they 
could depend upon it they would have cause to complain very seriously of its work 
inthefuture. It was deplorable that out of the very poor collection of 443 for 
the Propaganda Fund, about half had been subscribed by members of the 
Executive 

REFUGEES FROM PALESTINE. 


Mr. Cow EN then referred to the condition of Jews in Palestine, characterising 
their position as appalling. On the previous day a telegram had been received 
at the Jewish Colonial Trust that 5,000 Jewish refugees from Palestine had 
arrived in Alexandria. It was anticipated that that number would be materially 
increased as the days went by. ‘All reports concerning the Jews in Palestine and 
The condition of the Jews of 
Palestine now in Alexandria was such as to make help most necessary and urgent, 
and Zionists above all felt that these Jews had a claim upon them. He hoped 
something would be done in that very hall before the Conference dispersed, and 
that those present would subscribe to a fund in aid of their distressed and starving 
brethren in faith. 

Mr. PHiLuirs mentioned that in Leeds special collections were being made 
for distressed Polish Jews, and a certain percentage from these collections 
was being devoted for the Jews of Palestine. He advocated the adoption of this 
system all over the country. | 

Other speakers also advocated this course, but Mr. Cowen in reply, mentioned 
that he was trying to establish a Committee of influential Jews, whose work would 
be directly concerned in raising funds for their distressed coreligionists of 
‘Palestine.

Mr. WEINER said that he could not. understand the arguments advanced 
against the motton. The Committee that had been elected at the last Congress 
he held to be dissolved. by force of circumstances. Other speakers expressed the 


hope that the motion should be adopted, since it had been moved by Mr. 
Cowen, in whom they ought to place implicit confidence. 

Mr. Grab submitted that the election of the Provisional Committee in New 
York was sufficient proof that the Actions Committee had been put out of action 

Mr. COWEN, at the conclusion of the discussion, assures] the conference that he 
had put the motion before them only after he had given it the fullest and the most 
serious consideration. He could only express surprise that the initiative had not 
come trom the members of the Actions Committee themselves, who must see the 
invidiousness of their position. He did not regard Copenhagen as 
very greatly different from Berlin, and added that at the Hague would be found 
two or three well-known Zionists, such as Heer Kann and Mr. Fischer, who could 
form the nucleus of the proposed provisional committee. He had been asked if 
the Actions Committee were aware of the motion. Not only had he spoken to 
some of the members in almost the identical language he now employed, but he had 
written to them also. No reply had been received. 

The amendment was put and adopted by 21 votes for and 19 against. On 
being put as a substantive motion, it was lost, 23 voting for and.24 against. 


THE NATIONAL FUND COMMISSION. 


Mr. E. W. ‘RAaBBInowicZ, the Treasurer, submitted the annual report of the 
National Fund Commission. He stated that 1,250 new boxes had been distributed 
in London and the Provinces. Efforts were being made to establish local com- 
missions in various districts in London and in the’ Provinces. Where these had 
already been established the results had been very satisfactory. In the past year 
{82 had been collected through the medium of the boxes in the Provinces, and 
{40 from those in London. In East London honorary collectors had been deputed 
by the East London Commission to superintend the clearance of boxes, and it was 
anticipated that at an early date over 2,000 boxes would have been distributed in 
East London alone. 

Mr. Lazarus moved, and Mr. KESSLER seconded, a vote of thanks to the 
Commissioners and congratulated Mr. Rabbinowicz on a satisfactory report. 

Miss HELENA WEISBERG, the Hon. Secretary, presented a satisfactory report 
of the work of the Women's Propaganda Committee. The membersfiip of the 
various societies amounted to over six hundred, and over £220 had been ‘collected 
in the past year for the various branches of Zionist activity. 

The Conference accorded unanimous thanks to Miss Weisberg and the ladies 
who worked so indefatigably on the Committee.

» tne old horse "buses. Happy-go-luckly fellows they were, too. Some appeared to 
d> uncommonly well out of their meagre salary as conductors. Plump and well- 
dressed, to see them on their “off” days one would imagine them to be nothing 
less than the proprietors of livery stables. Some were absorbed by the demand 
for motor-bus conductors, but the majority discerned in the taximeter cab a far 
more rapid and Jess trammelled road to fortune.

But 
whatever be the reason, it does appear to me that the introduction of a few on the 
Aldgate-Bow route would make for the relief of those well-laden Jewish matrons, 
the fruits of whose Thursday marketings are just a trifle odorous and troublesome.

LITERARY ACTIVITY.

Order resolved that every member shall be levied a sum of 2s. payable in four quarte Aa 
instalments, which shall form a special distress fund for the reliet of members and “<< 
payment of contributions of members thrown out of employment by the war. Pikes 
Suspension Rule was considerably modified and the rule affecting erasure was enti 3 
suspended. The same Grand Lodge also undertook to contribute a sum of i rabecs 
to 30 per cent. of the amount expended on special distress, subject to the money being 
raised as indicated. eo 

In other organisations the rules were considerably relaxed so that members sha a 
be penalised through the hardships created by the war. In all, a spirit of eee: 
prevailed which redounds to the credit of the Societies. That they make the member 
the first consideration is a point in their fayour. : ia 

Then came the question of determining the relationship to the societies of members 
of German or Austrian nationality interned in concentration camps. The loyalty of the 
societies here came into conflict with a feeling of sentiment towards the fellow member. 
The societies were well aware that those who were interned were interned not because 
they were proved to be “alien enemies,’ but because the Government thought it wise 
10 adopt precautionary measures; and in most Cases it has been arranged that a me mber 
so interned shall lose none of the privileges of membership if contributions be continued. 
In cases of contributions not being continued, special funds will provide part of the 
member's contributions, so that when released he may occupy the same position. 

In the case of the Order above referred to, the Grand Lodge have decided to 
contribute 50 per cent. towards such contributions, This decision was questioned at one 
time—at least its legality was questioned—but happily it bas been found that the 
Insurance Commission, having considered the question as it affects insured members, 
have also decided that benefits cannot be withheld from Austrian or German subjects who 
are interned, and that they must be treated in all respects the same as every other 
insured person. This removed considerable criticism from the action of the various 
societies. 

Now that societies have had several months’ experience of the War, it is found that 
there has not been so large a drop in the payment of contributions as had been 
anticipated. What decline there has been occurred in the months of August and 
September. From the beginning of November things have resumed their normal state. 
And unless there is a sharp change there is no reason to contemplate any adverse efiects. 
There may be a slight fall in the contributions; but that will be counterbalanced bya 
reduction of benetts, and it is rather remarkable that the large supply of work had 
seduced the Sickness Benefit considerably. This does not mean that men ordinarily 
malinger, but rather that men are carried away by a driving force created by the supply of 
work and every one does his best and makes a special effort to keep off the Fund, if only 
he is able to : 

Some years ago an attempt was made to introduce a larger educational influence in 
the Friendly Societies. Addresses and debates were arranged in many cases, and then 
the whole thing collapsed. Whether it was due to the want of lecturers or want of 
interest it is difficult to say at this moment; but the striking feature to-day is the return 
to that work.

TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. S. M. HARRIS, Southport. 


Sir,—It must be gratifying to all that the Council of the United Synagoy v9 
has decided to provide a suitable official residence for the Chief Rabbi, as we 
other accommodation, including a Council Chamber, adjacent to the Great S 
gogue. But could not the United Synagogue, or the community at large, goa 
further and at the same time supply a long-felt want, namely, a “Commu 
Hall,” a building that shall embrace the official headquarters of all our importa 
communal institutions, a building that shall not only be the official residence of 
Rabbinate but shall contain the offices of the United Synagogue, the Board of Depu: 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, the Relig 
Education Board, the Home for Aged Jews, the Home for Incurables, the Shec! 
Board, and other of our charitable institutions, and suggest that such a bui! 
shall not only contain one large council chamber, but a number of other comm 
rooms that would be suitable far the meetings of the Board of Deputies and 
Anglo-Jewish Association. Is it not degrading to the community that th:

of a “ List of Converts to Judaism in the City of London 1809—1816," 
with its quaint English in Hebrew letters. Dr, Elzas’ List contains sixty 
names, thirty-nine women and twenty-one children; his source is the Note 
lsook of Elimaleh Mudahi, one of the members of the Bevis Marks’ Beth 
bin. The document is now in the Library of the New York Seminary, and 
Dr. Elzas has very skilfully deciphered it. And he asks: What has become 
of the descendants of these proselytes? Perhaps some learned member 
of the Jewish Historical Society will answer, 

More or less unconsciously this new Encyclopedia is reviewing older con- 
clusions as to the relations between Greek and Hebrew. ‘The war is tending 
in the saune direction. By the way it is interesting to note that American 
Jewry ts proceeding calmly amidst [-:uropean alarms, and notable books (such 
as Mr. Norman Bentwich’'s * Josephus") have been published, and signif- 
cant Congresses and Chautauqua assemblies have duly been held. But I 
cannot withhold my impression that America is losing, if it has. not already 
lost, a great opportunity. It is playing a noble philanthropic part in the succour 
of Palestinian victims of the war, but it has so far refused to take the lead 
in organising the spiritual forces 6f Jewry. Well, Europe will see to itself 
when peace comes; after all, we have no right to expect salvation except 
from ourselves. There is no vicarious healing possible. And Europe will 
\ssuredly recognise that the Jewish question lies at the root of civilisation. 
Ilere, however, we are concerned only with the question on its literary side, 
though the political and. the scholarly aspects are close to one another. 
Political injustice goes hand in hand with literary misrepresentation. 
And so, the problem of the relation of Hebraism to civilisation is 
of the essence of the political situation. What we have~to uphold 
is a double thesis: first, that it is Hebraism which must be the pre- 
dominant element in a genuine “culture’’; second, that the contrast 
between Hellenism and Hebraism is not an absolute one, for the 
latter always absorbs from the former every. life-giving inspiration it 
can offer. On the first half of the thesis the war has had a profound effect. 
those who were previously devoted partisans on the Hellenistic side are 
reconsidering their position. Dr. Inge, who once declared that the modern

enough one is reminded of Thomas Tyler by Mr. Bernard Shaw’s latest 
volume of plays. In this volume Mr. Shaw prints his short drama on the 
~ Dark Lady of the Sonnets." No one knows for certain who Shakespeare's 
~ Dark Lady” was. She still awaits identification ; Mr. Shaw accepts Mary 
litton as the original. He derived this view from Mr. Thomas Tyler, and 
to the latter he devotes a striking paragraph in his preface. No one but 
Mr. Shaw could have depicted so mercilessly Tyler's physical deformity, and 
at the same time have conveyed so effectively Tyler's intellectual charm. 
Not the less:was this charm felt because, in Mr. Shaw's words, Tyler was 
"a specialist in pessimism.” Certainly he gave up much of his time and 
thought to Ecclesiastes, in whom he detected clear traces of Greek philosophy. 
“ Next to the translation of Ecclesiastes,” adds Mr. Shaw, “ Tyler's magnun 
opus was his work on Shakespeare's Sonnets, in which he accepted a previous 
identification of Mr. W. H., the ‘only begetter’ of the sonnets. with the 
Karl of Pembroke (William Herbert}, and promulgated his own identification 
of Mistress Mary Fitton with the Dark Lady.” Mr. Shaw concludes 
characteristically as follows: “In due course Tyler published his edition of 
the Sonnets, with the evidence he had collected. He lent me a copy of the 
book, which I never returned. But I reviewed it in the Pall. Mall Gazette 
on the 7th of January, 1886, and thereby let loose the Fitton theory-in a 
wider circle of readers than the book could reach. Then Tyler died, sinking 
unnoticed like a stone in the sea.” 

It this last phrase is taken to mean that Tyler was friendless in his 
latest years, it conveys a wrong impression. He had a considerable group 
of intimates, who were not deterred from close intercourse by a repulsive 
exterior. Mr. Alfred Nutt and Dr. Whitehouse always had a cheery 
welcome for him, and Dr. Joseph Jacobs and myself were constantly with 
him. To the Jewish Ouarterly Review he was a frequent contributor 
His first article was on the Song of Deborah, printed in October, 1897; his 
last dealt with the origin of the Tetragrammaton, printed in July, 1901. 
Between these dates he contributed several studies on Ecclesiastes. He 
died, in his seventy-sixth year, on February 19th, 1902. During those years, 
the last of. his long -life,. Tyler was by no means lonely. His death was «a 
great blow. We missed him sadly. But it is remarkable how fresh his 
memory remains. Few who have published so little are quoted so much. 
Apart fromthe allusions to him in Shakespearian commentaries, no.one who 
writes on Ecclesiastes can avoid frequent reference to him. Take, for 
instance, the recent edition of Ecclesiastes in the International Critical 
series, and turn to Professor Barton's index. Under Tyler's name the entry 
is: Tyler, Thomas 22 ff., 24, 32 ff., 34 ff.,.59, and Commentary passim.’ 
Mr. Shaw's clever vignette of Tyler will recall his personality to many who 
knew and appreciated him. It will be a satisfaction tothe dramatist to know 
that others beside himself retain a vivid and loving recollection of this 
quite considerable and dignified soul in a grotesquely disfigured body." 

Naturally, however, genius exerts an easier fascination when enshrined 
in an attractive body. This was the case with Felix Mendelssohn, of whom 
Sir Charles Villiers Stanford has a good deal to.tell in his ** Pages from an 
Unwritten Diary."”” There was in him “an entire absence of sentimentality.”’ 
That is surprising, for the fault of Mendelssohn's music seems to the modern 
taste its sentimentality. Really, when he says that, the modern is simply 


confounding sweetness with insipidity. Mendelssohn was sweet, not 
insipid. He himself conducted his music as though “whipping cream,” a 


vigorous metaphor which points to the very antithesis of sentimentality. 
Again, he impressed on a tenor ‘the supreme importance of simplicity in 
rendering,’ for’ Mendelssohn hated trickiness in execution as in composing. 
Here, again, it is far from a sentimentalist who is presented to us. 
It is in keeping with this phase of his character that, in Sir Charles’ 
report, Mendelssohn was a “most impatient teacher,’ and we knew all 
along of his high spirits. Sir Charles’ records that he -was as 
‘full of fun as any Hibernian.” It was an Irishman who went into a 
Dublin shop and asked for “ Mendolfyson’s songs without music.” What 
nowadays seems unforgivable in Mendelssohn is just his melodiousness, 
The same fate is momentarily assailing Tennyson, People think him too 
smooth to be deep. His lyrics touch the ear, the fancy, therefore they have 
no heart in them. A curious phase of popular judgment indeed! It is 
interesting, as we happen to have dropped on to Tennyson, to note that, 
from the new Tennyson Concordance, it appears that the poet only once 
used the word Jew in hig writings. This he did in one of those hysterical 
poems of his which are so hard to reconcile with his genius, It is in the 
“ Wreck,” where the heroine is unhappily wedded to a husband who “ has 
Spain in his blood and the Jew.’’ She wanted to read Shelley while he 
wanted to read the Hconomist—hence the upset, and she ran away. 
Difficult is it to decide whether we can more readily forgive genius for 
lapsing into rubbish, or a commonplace artist for rising once into genius. 
I raised this question recently with royard to Yigdal, and I find that it was 
considered before by D. H. Miiller in the third volume of the Hebrew 
periodical Ha-sachar. Those who are iiterested in the Yigdal question 
will do well to read Miller. I have to thank Dr. Marmorstein for calling 
my attention to the essay.

Blanco White is remembered, 
I said, by one Sonnet. Several have asked me to quote it. It well bears 
repetition. 
Mysterious Night! when our first Parent knew 
Thee, from report divine, and heard thy name, 
Did he not tremble for this lovely Frame, 
This glorious canopy of Light and Blué? 
Yet ‘neath a curtain of translucent dew, 
Bathed in the rays of the great setting Flame, 
Hesperus with the Host of Heaven came, . 
And lo! Creation widened in Man’s view. 
Who could have thought such darkness lay concealed 
Within thy beams, O Sun! or who could find, 
Whilst fly, and leaf, and insect stood revealed, 
That to such countless Orbs thou mad’st us blind! 
Why do we then shun Death with anxious strife ? 
If Light can thus deceive, wherefore not Life ? 

It is, indeed, an exquisite thought. The day hides all but the sun; it 
is night that brings to view the vast extent of the stars, and unfolds the 
universe which day had hidden. So death may reveal much that life 
conceals. Coleridge pronounced this, “ the finest and most grandly conceived 
Sonnet in our language.” And it was written by a man whose mother- 
tongue was Spanish more than English, and who—though his career was 
extraordinary enongh—never wrote another line that has lived. 

Profound as is the thought of this Sonnet, however, it lacks some- 
thing of the whole truth. It is not the full truth that Light deceives 
or Life deceives. while Darkness and Death undeceive. Light and 
Darkness, Life and Death are bound together; or rather they merge into 
each other. In a sense, neither life nor death, neither light nor darkness, is 
conceivable as a unit. The terms, the ideas, have no meaning except in 
pairs. It partly because he perceives this, that Bergson is proving so 
invigorating an influence. He sees life whole more surely than did any 
ancient Greek. Bergson is essentially tackling the old antagonism 
between body and soul. He is a poet as well as a metaphysician, just 
as Blant was a metaphysician as well as poet. In the complete works of 
Wilfrid S. Blunt, issued this month, there is included the “ Metaphysical 
Argument” entitled sody and Soul.” Rather like the old Rabbinic 
Parable, it puts the case in newer phraseology.- Man, in Blunt's poem, is 
Judge. He listens to the pleas of Body and Soul, each repudiating the 
other, each claiming precedence. Man, the Judge, pronounces verdict.

BOOKS REVIEWED. 


THE BOOK OF THE MONTH. 


Mr. Stanley Cook has recently been lecturing at Caius College, Cambridge, 
on Comparative Religion. He has now published the prolegomena under the 
name “ The Study of Religions ” (Black, 7s. 6d.). In this book the author deals 
with the mental attitude which the study of this subject demands. He analyses 
the conditions and points out the dangers and pitfalls which are to be avoided. 
Mr. Cook has much to say about survivals—indeed these are the fashion of the 
day—and the influence of environment. Individualism and the failure and success 
of reforming movements are also discussed. The thoroughness and objectivity of 
the book are in keeping with the learned author's reputation, which this work wil! 
certainly enhance. 

The scope of the book is thus defined; it is “to introduce the reader to the 
modern critical study of religions. It is based upon the work of the comparative 
method of treating religions and handles the subject psychologically and historically. 
It is not a handbook; it deals with the preliminary though fundamental matters 
that consciously or unconsciously influence our ideas of what religion has been, is, 
and will be. There are questions of attitude or outlook, of their development, and 
of unreflective assumptions which invariably influence both the reading and the 
writing of books on religion. It is with such preliminary subjects as these that 
the book is especially concerned. Three typical attitudes are taken into account— 
the purely religious, the ordinary rationalistic, and the neutral, critical, or scientific. 
The chapters deal with the relation between the religious and non-religious aspects 
of life and thought, and with that between the individual and his environment. 
Special attention is paid to the development of religious and other thought, to our 
‘bodies’ of thought, and to their nature and development. The prevailing uncon- 
scious doctrine of ‘survivals’ is handled rather fully, together with other common 
presuppositions which shape and direct our ideas of religion, culture, and progress. 
In general the chapters lead up to the study of religious experience, its nature, its 
form of expression among civilised and uncivilised peoples, and the question of its 
re-expression in harmony with the growth of knowledge. The book was writte,; 
in the conviction that this is an age of transition in thought and that grave problems 
of religious significance lie ahead. Prepared as a contribution to these problems 
current events have in the meanwhile given a new and urgent reality to the 
question of our conceptions of religion, and to other questions with which the 
chapters independently deal.” 

The book is divided into twelve chapters: 1, The comparative Study of religions . 
2, Some aspects of the evolution of thought: features in the progress of the comparative 
study of religions ; 3, Specialism and Individualism (1): General features 4, : Specialism 
and Individualism (2): Application 5,; Survivals and their significance (1): Genera! 
remarks; 6, Survivals and their significance: (2) Examples 7,; The Environment and 
change (1): History; 8, The Environment and change (2): Some aspects of the 
development of civilisation and religion ; 9, Development and continuity (1): 10, Develop- 
ment and continuity (2): 11, Failureand success; 12, Conclusion: Some featureg of the 
development of thought. 

So much for the general character of this important book. Its merits are 
numerous. The author displays above all his power of taking a “long view” and 
no less striking is the width of the feld which he covers. There is a wealth of 
evidence, not in the form of a mere cumulation of learned minuti# but each fact 

is marshalled and placed in its proper environment. We have not only che facts 
but the true perspective and the correct conclusions. Naturally, for our present 
purposes, we must limit ourselves to the references to Judaism. 

On page 181, Mr. Cook, in discussing survivals, deals with the desire to 
enter into closer relations with a supernatural being, nearer to the wershipper 
than the orthodox Deity. He says: “We do not find this feeling in orthodox 
Judaism.” This is of course quite correct. But Mr. Cook is inclined to believe

The author traces the growth 
nd Oe Mishna and Gemara, shows their place in Judaism, mentions the chief 
*orities, and describes the general plan and development most graphically 
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withpat omitting necessary detail. The later influence of the Talmud ia dealt 
with. The author overthrows the old idea that concentration on the siudy of the 
Talmud paralysed Jewish mental activity. This is not mercly false but exactly 
contrary to the truth. For, after fifty years of emancipation and opportunity, 
those very Jews who had lived exclusively in the menta! horizon of the Taimud 
for generations were able, when permitted to avail themselves of secular culture, 
to hold their own with their Christian colleagues. It was just the stady of the 
Talmud that kept alive the faculty of thought when Jews were precluded from 
other means of study. How many distinguished Jews to-day have come digect 
from Cheder or Yeshiba, or are at most but one generation removed? There wa 
slight correction necessary on p. 42. The elegy of R. Meir, of Rothenburg, recited 
on the 9th of Ab, has reference, not to the burning of the Talmud at Paris in Jufy, 
1242, but to the burning of the Sepher Torah. The author must be referring to 
some other poem not included in the usual collection of dirges for Ab 

(2.) “Judentum und Christentum,” by M. Dienemann, Katibor, is a weil 
reasoned statement ot the differences between the two faiths. It is not a polemic, 
being couched in temperate language and philosophical argument. The author 
speaks of Judaism in its widest sense, a Judaism sufficiently embracing to cover 
every shade o! orthodoxy and reform. Similarly he is careful to take into account 
not only all different branches of the Christian Church, but the opinions of the 
most modern and authoritative exponents of Christian doctrine Starting from the 
conception of sin, he shows how the consciousness of original sinis the real point 
where the two faiths diverge. Every other difference is based on this; man’s 
responsibility and ability to do good by his own power are the logical conseauences of 
a belief. that the soul which God has given us is pure, while man s dependence on 
a higher being for the very potentiality to do good is a direct corollary in the belief 
in the original and hereditary fature of sin. This postulates a redeemer, a doctrine 
of love instead of justice tempered by mercy, a self-sacrificrng Messiah as an 
oftering to appease an angry God, and, in fact, all the other items of Christian 
belief that are uncompromisingly rejected by Judaism. However far Christian 
thought may advance, it cannot free itself from these principles because of their 
essential nature. Noteworthy is the last chapter where Ratibor deals with the 
contrast between Faith and Works and Law versus the personality of Jesus He 
shows how impossible it is to separate moral and ceremomial law in this connection 

rhis is a type of argument best calculated to appeal to Jews who are brought 
into contact with Christian influences, and who are unfortunately unequipped witb 
the knowledge necessary, not even for controversy, but even for reflection 
Argument and facts, not polemics, are required. We have to show the young jew 
and Jewess that the old faith is not deficient in idealsand that philosophical specula 
tion need not exclude theology. For this purpose the present book is greatly to be 
commended, and one can only regret the absence of similar efforts in English 
The merit of being available for all sections of Judaism is certainly to be shared 
with certain of the Jewish Keligious Union pamphlets, but none the less we 
desiderate a presentation of the Jewish case quite on the lines of Dr. Katibor’s 
book 
AMERICA AND. THE FUTURE OF RELIGION 

“The Soul of America, a Constructive Essay in the Sociology of Keligion,” 
by Dr. Stanton Coit (Macmillans, 8s. 6d.), claims to be “a discussion of the 
essentials of American manhood and womanhood and of the destiny to which the 
citizens of this country are being called. It is Dr. Coit's opinion that our spiritual 
resources are now enormously wasted and that could thev be more fully realised, 
ational defects and wrongs and causes of suffering and disease, the alarm of 
every true statesman and patriot, would be forever swept away. It is his purpose 
to show how such a development is possibile, to present, in other words, a program 
for the spiritual unification of this land.” Dr. Coit writes’ powerfully and 
ttractively. His plea for America’s share in the future will be disputed by no 
reader. One is carried along almost irresistibly by the fervour and sincerity of 
the author. Dr. Coit has @ lot to say about the Jews and has great praise to 
bestow on their enthusiasm for the land of freedom. But he asks too much of us 
One cannot help feeling that in his opinion Judaism has only something of value 
to offer in the building up of the new era if it abandons much that is inalienably 
and inevitably its own and from which it cannot be sundered save at the cost of 
extinction. But, looking below the surface, one cannot resist the impression that 
this is what Dr. Coit really wants, in effect if-not in theory. He goes far beyond 
Mr. Zangwill's “ Melting Pot.” This is the point where we must part company 
Dr. Coit is a charming writer and a _ courteous advocate, but we fear that we 
cannot see eye to eye with him
